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TOP REDS IN THE 
NEW DEAL SPY RING

Communist traitors in the Federal departments 

in Washington under Presidents Roosevelt and 
Truman, was prepared by the FBI in the summer of 
1945—but it never was revealed in print before the 
American people until November 17, 1953! 

Who suppressed this vital historical document for 
more than eight years—and why? 

Attorney General Herbert Brownell, Jr., referred 
to the famous FBI report in a public address at Chi- 
cago on November 6, 1953, disclosing that the report 
had been transmitted by special messenger to Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman at the White House as early 
as November &, 1945. 

After Brownell’s Chicago revelation, the Senate 
Judiciary Subcommittee on Internal Security, headed 
by Senator William E. Jenner, of Indiana, promptly 
set up a special inquiry to trace the suppression of 
the FBI report. Hearings on this point were held 
on November 12, 17, 18, and 23, and on December 2, 
3 and 16, 1953. The complete transcript of all those 
hearings is before me as I write. The hearings dis- 
close that the long-suppressed FBI report named (in 
1945) an executive assistant to 
President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, Lauchlin Currie, as a 
member of the active Commu- 
nist apparatus in Washington 
during the critical formative 
years of the United Nations, 
the abandonment of China to 
Communism, the sell-out of 
anti-Communist Korea, The 
same report of November, 1945, 
also named as a part of the 
Moscow network in Washing- 
ton an assistant secretary of 
the Treasury, Harry Dexter 
White; a Treasury attache in 
China; the Director of the Of- 
fice of Special Political Affairs 
in the State Department, Alger 
Hiss; the secretary of the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund; a

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member of the National Labor Relations Board; the

soard; the director of research for the Works Prog- 
ress Administration; the Treasury Department’s 
representative on the North African Economic 

Board; and, finally, the Secretary General of the 

United Nations Conference at San Francisco, again 

Alger Hiss. 

This was the type of material presented by the 
FBI to President Truman in November, 1945. The 
White House attempted vigorously to smother that 
report under an unrelenting barrage of “red her- 
ring” chatter, and it remained buried from public 
discussion and examination until the Eisenhower 
Administration courageously dug it up and pre- 
sented it, in all its shocking and breath-taking de- 

tail, for the scrutiny of the American people, the 
pay-as-you-go victims of the great betrayal. 

Between the time the FBI submitted its report to 
Truman in November, 1945, and the date of its full 
disclosure by Attorney General Brownell in Novem- 
ber, 1953, nine of the Moscow stooges on the Federal 
payroll in Washington had been promoted to better 
paying jobs! 

As Chairman Jenner explained in opening the hear- 
ing on November 12, 1953, the committee had been 
endeavoring for several months “to determine how it 
was that nine important officials of the Government 
obtained advances and promotions in the face of derog- 
atory security information.” 

The Jenner report shows that the Communist net- 
work in New Deal Washington operated its own em- 
ployment agency, apart from the Civil Service Com- 
mission—promoting its own members to lush jobs at 
the top of the new administrative agencies as they 
were created by presidential executive order. Once a 
fellow had won good standing as a Kremlin runner, 
his promotion in the New Deal became automatic. 

“Evidence before the sub- 
committee showed clearly,” 
said Senator Jenner, “that all 
of these men were implicated 
in the Communist underground 
organization directed by Soviet 
superiors. Despite this fact, 
these individuals were not only 
able to stay in the Government 
and to have access to vital Gov- 
ernment secrets, but also to 
gain promotions to even more 
important posts in the face of 
impressive derogatory security 
information.” 

The FBI report traces the 
Kremlin espionage ring in 
Washington back to 1934, only 
one year after the inaugura- 
tion of President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, on March 4, 


1933. Communist Russia was formally recognized by 
Roosevelt on November 16, 1933. 

The first Communist web, covered in the FBI report 
of 1945, operated in 1934 under the direction of Jacob 
Golos, in New York. Golos had set up two protective- 
front corporations, first, United States Service and 
Shipping, Inc., and later, World Tourists, Inc. These 
two agencies were the clearing-houses for all material 
picked up from the Washington runners, Elizabeth 
Bentley, Whittaker Chambers, Alger Hiss, Nathan 
Gregory Silvermaster, and many others, 

“Other members of this group,” continued the 1945 
FBI report, “include A, George Silvermaster, a civilian 
employee of the War Department; Harry Dexter 
White, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury in charge 
of monetary research and foreign funds control; Wil- 
liam Taylor, also an employee of the Treasury Depart- 
ment; Lauchlin Currie, administrative assistant to 
the President; and other lesser figures.” 

Another of the Kremlin espionage agents named in 
this FBI report was Harold Glasser, at that time a 
member of the special economic mission sent to Japan 
by the State Department to help set up the Occupation 
Government. The following year Glasser was assigned 
to a similar economic mission to Germany. The sub- 
committee record in the Senate continues: “As Asso- 
ciate Director and later Director of the Division of 
Monetary Research in the Treasury Department, Mr. 
Glasser played a major role in the great financial 
negotiations of 1946 and 1947, and in the field of for- 
eign policy, both nationally and internationally, In 
August, 1946, he was an adviser to Mr. Clayton, at 
the fifth session of the Council of the United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Administration. He was 
adviser to Mr, Snyder (Secretary of the Treasury) 
at the first annual meeting of the Board of Governors 
of the International Monetary Fund, and the Inter- 
national Bank for Reconstruction and Development, 
in September and October of the same year ... He 
attended the four-power conference in Trieste in Jan- 
uary, 1947, and in March and April, 1947, was special 
financial consultant on Trieste to General Marshall, 
at the Foreign Ministers meeting in Moscow. Both 
Mr. Snyder. (the Secretary of the Treasury) and Mr. 
Acheson (the Secretary of State) addressed favorable 
letters in regard to Mr. Glasser to his new employers.” 

And these letters of unstinting recommendation, as 
we now know, were written one to two years after 
the suppressed FBI report on Kremlin espionage in 
Washington had been sent to the White House by 
special FBI messenger. 

The 1945 report on Alger Hiss placed him as Direc- 
tor of the Office of Special Political Affairs in the 
State Department. The Jenner text explains: 

“This was the office that had paramount concern 
with international organizations, particularly the 
United Nations. The Office of Special Political Affairs 
under Hiss’ direction until his departure from the 
State Department in January, 1947, was of major im- 
portance in the crucial year of 1946, the formative 
year of the United Nations. 

“In his capacity as Director, and as Secretary of 
the American Delegation, he attended the first part 
of the session of the General Assembly in London, 
in January-March, and the second part in New York, 
in the fall of 1946. His office prepared the papers, 
recommended the policies, handled all the negotiations, 
both for the United States mission, and the United 
Nations. 

“Testimony before the subcommittee on Internal 
Security also discloses that Mr. Hiss, contrary to the 
Secretary of State’s direction, forwarded a list of

names of applicants for positions to the Secretariat 
of the United Nations. An examination of the State 
Department Directory further discloses that Mr. Hiss 
made a sizable number of appointments to top posi- 
tions in this office during the period. Many of these 
individuals are still in those positions. When Mr. Hiss 
resigned from the Department of State, in January, 
1947, to become President of the Carnegie Corporation, 
his farewell party was attended by Mr. Dean Acheson 
(the Secretary of State), who praised him as a model 
Government official.” 

That’s the picture of Kremlin operations in our own 
Treasury and State Departments during the first two 
years after the submission of the historic 1945 FBI 
report. 

At a later date I shall explore the day-to-day his- 
tory of the suppressed FBI report on espionage and 
traitors during the eight long years following its de- 
livery to Harry 8S. Truman at the White House. The 
history of that report, in itself, goes far to explain 
the all but complete delivery of the U. S. Government 
to Kremlin Communism—a fact that was never dis- 
closed to the American people until the Republican 
Party won control of the Government in the Eisen- 
hower landslide of 1952.

UNTOUCHABLES

EET “The Great Untouchables”—the 88 Federal 
M corporations comprising the gigantic, sprawling 

Agencies, Offices, Bureaus, Commissions, Funds, 
Projects, Cooperatives, Administrations, Authorities, 
Systems, Departments. They run the alphabetical 
gamut from ARA to WRTC, 

Taxpayers receive some real, but much more theo- 
retical, services from these outfits, ranging from free 
advice on any given subject to “reduced rates” on 
electric power and including public housing, loans, 
promotion of fluoridation and medical care, free 
lunches and bus rides for the kiddies, the maintenance 
of hotels, bars, nursuries, a few assorted railroads and 
industries. 


The “social studies” textbooks of the past decade 
have, doubtless, acquainted you with many of the 
alleged merits of these hyphenated agencies. They 
have done a pretty good job of public relations in sell- 
ing them to the oncoming generation. Social-conscious 
all, they are aimed at serving a collective “society” 
rather than the individual. 

These “Great Untouchables’—these 88 Federal 
corporations—are above and beyond the law—Federal, 
State or county law. They pay no taxes, no rent, no 
overhead. And there’s never a worry over such “silly” 
inventions of free enterprise as amortization, cost-fac- 
tors or profit-and-loss statements. 

Books? Oh yes, they do keep books—after a fashion. 
But a few strayed millions or billions of taxpayers’ 
money, Which is missing from Department A, may well 
pop up as an expenditure in Department X, thus bal- 
ancing the “books.” It’s quite that simple. 

Now, to make a somewhat painful subject a bit more 
palatable, let us borrow a page from the “progressive 
educators.” These busy little fellows, after all, have 
done quite a job of selling to our present and future 
generations the need of a Big, Strong Washington, 
D. C., for a weak little US. 

So, we shall ask Mr. Evans—or perhaps Miss Mead 
would do better—to explain the operations of one 
typical “Untouchable.” This she gladly does with 
patience and true “progressive” salesmanship. She 
selects Annuities, or Insurance. And, naturally, this 
must be an alphabetical agency, which we might call 
FFF. This stands for Fetchem, Foolem and Fleecem. 

FFF is capitalized, if we may use that ugly term, 
for $30 millions. It has quite a few customers in 
every State of the Union—almost the entire working 
population, in fact. This is, indeed, a unique insur- 
ance company, for its customers have put up all the 
working capital. 

Now, explains Miss Mead, this is quite a wonderful 
insurance company because, you see, it doesn’t dis- 
criminate against anyone. And, indeed, it doesn’t. 
Everyone is allowed to contribute. That is, everyone 
had better contribute, or else. (Many readers of the 
NATIONAL REPUBLIC are familiar with the case 
of Mary Cain, publisher of the Summit Sun, Summit, 


Miss., who has consistently refused to carry out the 
provisions of the Social Security Act, and whose place 
of business, as a result, was padlocked. Mary Cain, 
however, personally hacksawed the lock from its place, 
and still publishes her plucky little sheet in defiance 
of this self-policing “insurance company”). 

Another remarkable feature of this insurance com- 
pany is that it doesn’t have to pay any attention to 
State insurance laws. And it doesn’t have to worry 
about Federal laws either, such as the one which re- 
quires that a certain percentage of the monies shall 
be reserved for the exclusive use of insured persons. 

Why? Well, that’s a little above Miss Mead’s abili- 
ty-level; so we’ll pass on to the more important matter 
of “beneficiaries.” Of the $30 millions which the con- 
tributors were allowed to “contribute,” about $11 mil- 
lions have been paid back to the beneficiaries. 

FFF is doing all right. It is taking in three times 
as much as it is paying out. This looks like a real 
gross profit. But this “company” doesn’t believe in 
profits—that’s an ugly word—and there are no “prof- 
its.” What, then, has happened to all those $19 mil- 
lions? Are they lost, gone, stolen, forgotten, vanished? 
Are they spent, or have they merely strayed? 

Wait a minute, say Fetchem, Foolem and Fleecem. 
Everything is all right. Your money, dear investor, 
has been put into a Reserve Fund. There are nearly 
$19 millions in beautifully engraved Treasury notes, 
bearing two per cent interest, which you, dear tax- 
payer, pay as taxes. 

Thus, the very special customers of this very special 
“protection” plan are allowed the very special priv- 
ileges of (a) providing the working capital, which is 
quickly removed; (b) replenishing the constantly 
emptying coffers with new “contributions”; (c) paying 
the two per cent interest, through replacing all the 
working capital through taxes to use it as advertised; 
and (d) receiving “benefits” equal to about one-third 
of the “contributions.” : 

Long before stage (d) has been reached, one must 
conclude that the operators of FFF have achieved for 
themselves complete and absolute security—soecial, eco- 
nomic and personal security—behind the bars of a 
Federal prison. But the reader knows, by now, that 
we are speaking of Social Security. And he has only 
to multiply the figures by 1,000 to arrive at the now

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familiar billions. And, furthermore, we are speaking 
of one of the Great Untouchables, one of those 88 deep- 
ly-entrenched, widely-promoted, well-sold Federal cor- 
porations, (The “rates” for this strange counterfeit, 
sold to the American public as insurance, have recently 
been raised by one-third without raising the “benefits.” 
This wiil pyramid the “trust fund” more rapidly, 
eventually costing the “beneficiaries” even more in 
taxes than is paid in “contributions)”. 

During the past two administrations of Roosevelt 
and Truman—when “alphabet soup” was the main 
course in political nutrition—these Federal corpora- 
tions grew from a figurative handful to a tremendously 
powerful political empire. They are as solidly but- 
tressed against the ravages of time as the very build- 
ings which house them so replendently. 

Twelve years ago Willis E, Stone, president of the 
American Progress Foundation of Los Angeles, began 
his long and arduous fight against these never-ending 
encroacluments. In his struggle, as of June, 1954, over 
6,000 organizations have been actively enlisted. 

In passing, | might add that Bill Stone—a tower- 
ing man of six feet two, with a bombastic humor 
characteristically American—is a direct descendent of 
Thomas Stone, one of the original signers of the Dee- 
laration of Independence. He is also a great-grand- 
nephew of Ralph Waldo Emerson. 

Stone first came into prominence with his economic 
survey of Boulder Dam (1927-1928), acclaimed for its 
accuracy and forthrightness. In his ensuing work, 
however, he was able to observe first-hand the early, 
skillfully devious methods whereby rivers, dams, 
streams and power of the TVA were promptly chan- 
neled into the political conquests of power-hungry 
bureaucrats. 


ROM a great deal of thought, planning and con- 

sultation with others in the fields of economics, 
law, government service and industry, there finally 
emerged his “proposed 23rd amendment” which states 
that: “The Government of the United States shall not 
engage in any business, professional, commercial or 
financial enterprise except as specified in the Con- 
stitution.” 

But Willis E. Stone and the American Progress 
Foundation have by no means rested their case in the 
mere writing of hoped-for organic law. In the endless 
process of winning converts in this gigantic struggle— 
directed at the very pillars of Socialism in the United 
States—Stone and the Foundation work tirelessly to 
alert every organization, group or individual having 
a will or desire to help. 

And to date, as mentioned before, over 6,000 organi- 
zations have aligned themselves with the objectives of 
the “proposed 23rd amendment”—passing resolutions 
which have in turn been forwarded to Washington and 
their State capitals, helping in the endless vigil, secur- 
ing documentation of abuses, publicizing the “causes” 
and the “cure.” The cure, Stone insists, can be ac- 
complished only through “amputation” of these infect- 
ed members, thus preventing the further spread of the 
cancer of Socialism into the whole bei: g of our evon- 
omy. 

The cancer of Socialism has been gnawing away at 
the vitals of our economy for two decades. And here 
—in the bowels of the political empire comprising the 
Federal corporations—beyond the pale of the law— 
the disease goes on unchecked. 


The Great Untouchables, Stone finds, today account 
for 40 per cent of each tax dollar. In a decade their 


holdings have grown from a fractional percentage to 
45 per cent of all the land area of the United States.

Their direct control of industrial production has in- 
creased to an alarming 20 per cent—which amounts 
to that percentage of nationalization of industry, And 
if that is not Socialism, then there is no such word! 

Yes, the cancer of Socialism—etfectively concealed 
in the Federal corporations—has been steadily corrod- 
ing the vitals of our internal economy, Witness, for 
example, the American Maritime Commission. This 
body was originally set up to “safeguard American 
shipping interests.” Born June 29, 1936, out of the 
corruption of the discredited U. 8. Shipping Board, 
this commission has literally plagued and harassed, al- 
most to death, the very “American interests” to whose 
service it had been forsworn, Instead of guarding 
American interests, it has helped to plunge us from 
a first-rate maritime power to 14th in world trade, 
with two grand old names—the Dollar Line and the 
American-Hawaiian Line—vanishing into the fathoms 
of its “protection.” 


NLY the ugly humor of Communism can match the 

irony of this commission’s betrayal of American 
interests to foreign powers and foreign competition. 
All U. 8S. freight and passenger lines on our Great 
Lakes, operating in foreign trade, have now been re- 
placed by foreign lines—a lucrative shipping area now 
served by Ahlman (Germany), the Orange Lines (Hol- 
land), and the Swedish-American Lines (Sweden). 

This neat little trick of “international cooperation” 
was, dear taxpayer, financed by that Great Untouch- 
able—the U. 8S. Maritime Commissicn, formed to “safe- 
guard American shipping interests.” 

A firal postscript to <his chapter: during the year 
1952 not a single cargo ship was built for or by private 
American shipping firms. That fact, perhaps better 
than any other, documents the magnificent “success” 
of the U. S. Maritime Commission in protecting the in- 
terests of foreign—not American—shipping firms! 

Yes, it will take a mighty weapon to resist this type 
of pressure. And that Socialism’s steady march pro- 
ceeds, almost unchecked, is indicated by the fact that 
during the past several years (with some cessation

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RED TREK 
TO EVANSTON

VANSTON, ILLINOIS, is a typical American city 
E, where some 75,000 substantial, hard-working peo- 

ple maintain their homes, bring up their children, 
and go about their daily chores. They worship God at 
least as fervently, and love their country at least as 
steadfastly, as do their counterparts in other Ameri- 
can communities. 

But a couple of months hence these religious, patri- 
otic citizens of Evanston are going to find their home 
town transformed. For a group of alleged Commu- 
nists and Communist sympathizers, posing in the robes 
of the Church, are going to move in and use Evanston 
as a sounding-board for Moscow propaganda, This 
town, which today protects its children from the influ- 
ences of John Barleycorn by refusing to license a 
single bar or liquor store, is going to expose its chil- 
dren to the teachings of Karl Marx. Are the good 
people of Evanston going to like that? Will any 
God-fearing, loyal American like it? 

We refer to the second assembly of the World Coun- 
cil of Churches, scheduled to be held in Evanston from 
August 15 to 31. Eleven delegates from Iron Curtain 
countries are planning to attend, as well as many 
other churchmen with pronounced leftist leanings. 
In the past it has been State Department policy to 
deny visas to Communists or Communist fronters who 
wished to enter this country. Will the State Depart- 
ment enforce this policy in this case? Is there any 
reason why America should open her arms to these 
so-called churchmen who otherwise would be ineligible 
to enter under the terms of the McCarran-Walter 
Act? The Cook County (Chicago) Council of the 
American Legion, which certainly is not guilty of 
religious bias, has adopted a strongly worded resolu- 
tion, protesting any relaxation of security regulations, 
and urging that pro-Communist delegates be barred 
from attending this meeting on American soil. We 
invite all Americans to form their own opinions after 
studying the documented facts. The assembly is to be 
held in Evanston, but the problem is posed for all 
Americans, 

Representing North America, as one of six regional 
presidents for the World Council of Churches, is 
Methodist Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam who needs no 
introduction to NATIONAL REPUBLIC readers. At 
his hearing last July before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities, the bishop admitted past affil- 
iations with nine Communist fronts, and was unable 
to deny that, wittingly or unwittingly, he had con- 
sorted with members of the Communist Party over the 
past 30 years. And ever since he has been denouncing 
Congressional investigations from coast to coast, and 
mouthing other utterances which have given aid and 
comfort to the enemies of our country. 

The regional president for Asia is Dr. T. C. Chao, 
whose pro-Red record goes back 22 years. When the 
Chinese Communist armies arrived, Dr. Chao and his 
theological students from Yenching University were 
reportedly out in the streets to welcome them with 


open arms. Dr, Chao was given an official position 
in the Mao government, and it is believed that it was 
he who issued orders to all foreign missionaries to 
accept the new Communist government or get out of 
China. When the Reds invaded South Korea, Dr. 
Chao shouted that “it is necessary to oppose America 
and help Korea. If we belittle America, curse Amer- 
ica, and oppose America, that is not contrary to our 
Christian faith for Jesus Christ has commanded us 
to oppose sin. We Christians want to oppose the 
power of all that is evil.” 

Nothing has been heard of Dr. Chao recently, for 
the Reds later decided that he had outserved his use- 
fulness and placed him under house arrest. Perhaps 
he now realizes his mistake. But do American Chris- 
tians believe that such a man should act as a co- 
president of a world church body? 

Bishop Oxnam joined radical churchmen from all 
over the world at a meeting of the executive commit- 
tee of the World Council of Churches in France in 1951. 
The committee approved a letter to all member 
churches, which declared that the Communist prin- 
ciple—-“From each according to his ability, to each 
according to his need”—has its roots in the teachings 
of Christ. This thesis is pronounced in the Communist 
Manifesto, and it is repeated in the Constitution of 
the Soviet Union (Chapter I, Article 12): “The prin- 
ciple applied in the U.S.S.R. is that of Socialism, 
‘From each according to his ability, to each according 
to his work.’” 

This letter was sent out to some 120 church denom- 
inations, including your church if it is a member of 
the World Council, and it was signed by George 
Cicestr, committee chairman, and Dr. W. A. Visser 
*t Hooft, general secretary. The latter is due to attend 
the Evanston meeting unless his entry is blocked! 

Another delegate nominated for Evanston is Josef 
L. Hromadka, professor of the John Hus Theological 
Faculty at Prague, and a member of the central com- 
mittee of the World Council of Churches. He is one 
of the outstanding advocates of the Communist regime 
in Czechoslovakia, and has been used by the Kremlin 
as a speaker at Soviet-sponsored gatherings behind the 
Iron Curtain. Dr. Hromadka spoke in Helsinki, Fin- 
land, on July 25, 1951, at a rally sponsored by a Com- 
munist front called “The World Peace Partisans.” 
Using his important post in the World Council of 
Churches to give weight to his pro-Communist utter- 
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Josef L. Hromadka, of the John Hus Theological Seminary 

in Czechoslovakia, Plans to Attend the World Council 
Assembly in Evanston in August. 
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ances, he was quoted in Vapaa Sana (Finnish Com- 
munist newspaper) : “In this peace effort the Christian 
and non-Christian, Communist and non-Communist, 
stand together because our effort is the same; there- 
fore, I urge all Finnish Christians to join our work 
for the peaceful and generous world.” 

An American clergyman also spoke at this same 
Communist rally—the Rev. John W. Darr. The latter 
has a long, black record in the Nationa Repvustic’s 
subversive files, and his name appears frequently in 
the official reports of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. 

One of the mouthpieces of the radicals in the field 
of religion is the Christian Century, published in Chi- 
cago, and whose associate editor is Harold Fey, 
also possessing a lengthy subversive background in 
NationaL Repus.ic files. This paper consistently at- 
tacks Congressional investigating committees and 
opposes measures designed to protect the internal se- 
curity of the United States. In an editorial in the 
June 4, 1952, issue of the Christian Century, it is 
suggested that the National Council of Churches (for- 
merly the Federal Council and now the American 
affiliate of the World Council) start a campaign to 
amend or repeal the McCarran-Walter Immigration 
and Nationality Act, and that, if the United States 
refuses visas to pro-Red delegates, the meeting should 
be moved from Evanston to some place outside this 
country. The latter proposal, at least, should receive 
the hearty support of many real Americans, 

In an article in the Christian Century for June 11, 
1952, Dr. John C, Bennett wrote: 

“Communism wins power because it has much truth 
in its teachings, because it appeals to the loyalties and 
not primarily to the cynical self interests of men... 
as he (the Christian) studies Communism he finds 
many things to approve in it. I refer to such things 
as the Communist criticism of many features of capi- 
talism and imperialism, the Communist practice in 
regard to racial discrimination, the Communist goal 
of a classless society, the generous motives that inspire 
many people to give themselves to Communism with 
selfless commitments.” 

And who is Dr. Bennett? He is a professor at 
Union Theological Seminary in New York, occupying 
the chair formerly held by the notorious Dr. Harry 
F, Ward. He was the author of the infamous reso- 
lution adopted by the World Council of Churches at 
Amsterdam in August, 1948, attacking the “laissez- 
faire” capitalistic system of the United States, charg- 
ing that it had failed to solve “human needs.” And 
this same Dr. Bennett is going to be working on im- 
portant committees in Evanston in August, 1954. 

The Christian Century for July, 1952, reprints a 
letter from Karl Barth, a Swiss member of the World 
Council of Churches, to Bishop Albert Bereezky, head 
of the Hungarian Reformed Church. The letter ac- 
cuses Bereezky of having openly approved of Comu,u- 
nism and states that the church press releases put out 
by the bishop sound “uncannily like the official re- 
leases about conditions in the Soviet Union which I 
receive every week; Hungary, a veritable paradise, 
where the wolves and the lambs already dwell to- 
gether.” World press releases also frequently carry 
messages delivered by Bishop Bereczky behind the 
Iron Curtain, in which it is definitely shown that he 
has become an important mouthpiece for spreading 
Soviet propaganda through religious circles, 

And Bishop Bereezky will be in Evanston in Au- 
gust—unless someone prevents it—because he is a 
delegate and a central committee member of the World 
Council of Churches. And he will be spreading Soviet 
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propaganda, not behind the Iron Curtain, but right 
in America! 

It might also be added that both Bishop Bereczky 
and Professor Josef L. Hromadka, mentioned earlier, 
attended a “secret” meeting of the World Council of 
Churches in Lund, Sweden, on September 11, 1952. 
We have a list of 77 other prominent churchmen who 
attended this “secret” parley, many of them from the 
United States, and many of them with long records 
of subversive affiliations. 

On March 11, 1953, the Christian Century published 
an editorial demanding revision of the McCarran- 
Walter Immigration Act. This is the regular Com- 
munist Party Line, and is not of grave concern when 
it appears in an official Communist organ. But when 
such a blast is printed in a religious publication, writ- 
ten by and for churchmen, it can deceive a lot of well- 
intentioned people into supporting a Soviet program. 
This particular editorial stressed the point that this 
law might bar “many of the church leaders who should 
come from abroad to the 1954 World Assembly of 
Churches in Evanston.” 

Senator Pat McCarran (D-Nev.), co-author of the 
bill, immediately wrote a letter to the editor, in which 
he stated in part:

“Under the provisions of the Immigration and Na- 
tionality Act, as well as under the provisions of the 
preceding immigration law, no one is inadmissible 
to the United States un!ess his presence in the country 
would endanger the public safety. The assertion in 
your editorial is either (1) untrue, or (2) a shocking 
charge against many of the church leaders who should 
come from abroad.” 

The serious fact is that Senator MceCarran’s second 
point is the correct one, and that left-wing, pro-Com- 
munist churchmen, who have no righ: in America, are 
planning to come to Evanston, Do the good and hos- 
pitable people of Evanston want to play host to those 
subversives ? 

The Christian Century for October, 1953, carried a 
very provocative editorial labeled “Evanston Storm 
Warnings.” In an amazing attempt to prepare clergy- 
men and church members for what may happen at 
this assembly, the editorial warned: 

“There will be criticism of the United States at 
Evanston—and there should be. Some of it will be 
severe. Some of it most Americans will think mis- 
informed and therefore mistaken. But sharp, out- 
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THE TENAFLY STORY 


By KITTY JONES 


HE PASADENA and Scarsdale stories have been 
"Ten publicized. Now the Tenafly story can be 

told. And if the record vote of 2,000-odd for this 
small town at the last school board election indicates 
anything, it is that the control of the schools is return- 
ing to the public. Long lines jammed the hall of the 
high school on the evening of the election. Many per- 
sons did not vote because they were discouraged by 
the crowd. Many more could not find a parking place 
and went home. At 9 o’clock the polls closed but 
those who had been given voting slips waited. By 
10:30 voting machines still had citizens waiting in 
front of them. 

What lies behind this unprecedented voting record? 

Back in 1945 Teachers College, Columbia University, 
moved into Tenafly, N. J. Its Department of Field Stud- 
ies made a “survey,” costing $7,500, the results mimeo- 
graphed into a three-volume report with tabulations 
on everything from what kind of insurance the Board 
of Education carried to how many portions of spinach 
were sold in the cafeteria, 

One of the recommendations of the survey commit- 
tee, headed by John K. Norton, was that the Board 
of Education adopt an “Administrative Code.” This 
code, which has been adopted by each subsequent 
board, made for “streamlined efficiency.” The finan- 
cial clerk for the board and the custodian of moneys 
were now “subordinate” to the superintendent, The 
superintendent was named the “chief executive” and 
the board was given a “judicial” capacity. Although 
a five-to-four vote of the board was necessary to adopt 
the code, “the operation of no part of it” may be 
“suspended except by a unanimous vote of the mem- 
bers.” Further, “this code shall have the effect of 
law.” 

In 1951 the retirement of the superintendent brought 
about a change of “chief executive” who, under the 
code, had the use of a detailed and innumerable set 
of “duties responsibili- 
ties.” Only a handful of citi- 


immediately begun. It developed that only one archi- 
tect was consulted for Tenafly’s construction program 
with no competitive bidding engaged in, but remon- 
strance to this discovery died aborning. Who knew 
that article VIII, section 10, of the “Administrative 
Code” tells the superintendent that he is to recom- 
mend “the employment of architects”? 

Public relations—board, staff, public—were not 
good in Tenafly but nobody knew why. The picture 
of the school system that was presented to the people 
was always a rosy one: “communication skills above 
the national average,’ “high percentage of graduates 
going to colleges,” “comparatively low per-pupil cost” 
and so on. It was not yet realized that the “Admin- 
istrative Code” designated to the superintendent the 
role of publicity agent to “deal with the public.” 

In a relatively short time Tenafly’s education, under 
the influence of various of Columbia’s ingenious and 
dubious devices, such as the Metropolitan School 
Study Council and the Horace Mann-Lincoln Institute 
for School Experimentation, had taken on a “new 
look.” Among the innovations was au adult evening 
school, a curriculum coordinator, a guidance coordi- 
nator, an administrative interne, a summer music 
workshop, and driver education. But some of the 
citizens began to wonder at the great number of chil- 
dren coming out of the “summer school” session on 
warm days. 

By 1952 the administrative entrenchment was fairly 
well complete. On all matters the Board of Education 
presented a “united front” and stoutly maintained its 
attitude of knowing what was best. The superintend- 
ent had appointed a Tenafly Educational Advisory 
Council of citizens, heavily loaded with professional 
personnel. And in an effort to “improve the Board 
of Education material,” he appointed a “town-wide 
nominating committee,” consisting of the president 
and/or members of PTA’s, women’s clubs and civic 
groups. This committee nominated three candidates 
for three vacancies, Ergo, Tenafly had the best board 
material, 

Last year the tide began to turn. The “town-wide 
nominating committee” again selected its three can- 
didates, But a citizen decided to run for the board 
despite lack of official sanction and actively cam- 
paigned for the post! The questions brought to light 
by this activity were such matters as the wisdom of 
spending nearly a million and a half dollars (and 
thereby exceeding the town’s debt limit) on an old 

high school building, the use 


zens knew of the existence or 
nature of this instrument and 
they were assured by the board 
that it “improved the efficiency 
of the school system.” The 
mass of citizens— those who 
came out in droves to vote 
this year—-were completely un- 
aware of it, but the effects of 
the document they began to see 
there, there, and there. 

An elementary school was 
proposed to the public. A 10- 
room country-club-type build- 
ing, its cost was to be $600,000! 
The hearing was set for only 
five days prior to the voting— 
the minimum required by law. 
In those five days a_ protest 
vote developed, but not big 


of the sole architect for the 
needed expansion, the high 
teacher-turnover, and the “Ad- 
ministrative Code.” Now the 
“town-wide nominating com- 
mittee” was on a spot. Its job 
was to nominate, not to sup- 
port candidates. The independ- 
ent, a woman, did not win a 
place on the board, but never- 
theless collected a vote from 
over half of those who came 
to vote. The committee agreed, 
in view of this large protest 
vote, that next year it would 
give the town a “selection of 
‘andidates.” 

It was apparent that the 
public was beginning to get in- 
terested. Its apathy was fur- 


enough to win, and construc- 
tion on this plush school was 
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ther melted away when the 
defeated candidate began do- 
ing “research in education,” 
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printed what she found, and mailed it to residents. 
Although there was sharp criticism of the propriety 
of this procedure and continual rumorings which 
verged on the preposterous about the author, the direct 
impression created was that “the cow was not so sa- 
cred after all.” As a defense measure, the McCall 
Magazine article of September, 1951, “Who’s Trying 
to Ruin Our Schools?” was circulated. Also, the “Ad- 
visory Council” was relieved of its professional mem- 
bers and expanded in an effort to have an effective 
group for fighting the “enemy.” 

Board meetings began to be packed. Counter-charges 
began to fly, including one about some bogey-man 
named Zoll. Spelling books were demanded by parents 
for their seventh grade children. Spelling books were 
hastily bought. The board indefinitely “tabled” a res- 
olution to ban the left-wing magazine, The Nation, 
from school use. When the conservative, highly-re- 
spected high school principal, who had in two years 
dislodged the “core curriculum” and eliminated some 
textbooks by Harold Rugg, suddenly resigned in the 
middle of the year, the large headlines in the local 
paper read: “The Principal Resigns as Town Is 
Shocked; Many School Issues Come to Surface as 
Election Nears.” 

Among the issues were the questions: Why did the 
principal resign? Would the board follow through 
with the investigation which the town demanded or 
would it be a “whitewash”? Do Communist-authored 
books belong in the high school library? Is the cur- 
riculum really sound? Should the teachers have the 
extra-bonus raise they request? Are the present high 
school expansion plans sound? 

This year the Nominating Committee did provide ¢ 
selection of candidates. Seven in all. A week before 
the election one of the incumbents withdrew. The two 
remaining incumbents, plus none other than a pro- 
fessor of education at Teachers College, Columbia, 
were soundly beaten. At a previous discussion meet- 
ing one of the newly-elected men had said that pro- 
posed costs could be pared, another that Tenafly’s 
curriculum was deficient, and all three had evidenced 
a willingness to investigate and eradicate Communist 
books. 

When the new board met for organization, the ses- 
sion was long and stormy. The “Administrative Code” 
was finally ripped into. When an unsavory “person- 
ality adjustment” test for seventh graders was brought 
to light, a fearless new board member, in open session, 
denounced its use in the public schools. With no 
assistance from the National Citizens Commission for 
the Public Schools, but because of the informed inter- 
est and sincerity of its people, Tenafly’s “rubber stamp” 
board was gone and our troubles can be resolved in 
the traditional American manner. 

Or so we thought! 

Five weeks after the record-breaking show of public 
interest, announcement was made that Robert Skaife, 
Field Secretary of the National Education Associa- 
tion’s National Commission for the Defense of Democ- 
racy Through Education, would talk at a PTA meet- 
ing on “The Attacks on Our School System.” Who 
sent for NEA’s help? Why should outside pressure 
be brought into local affairs? Did the educational 
hierarchy fear that our town might be a potential 
Pasadena or Houston? 

In an effort to provide the proper balance for the 
evening and to see that Mr. Skaife did not unfairly 
becloud the issue, literature on the activities of the 
“Defense Commission” was put into the parents’ hands 
as they entered the building by enterprising citizens. 
This counter-move proved most effective. The PTA 
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chairman, the professor of Education at Teachers Col- 
lege and the defeated candidate for the board, opened 
on what he thought was the right note—that in the 
hall he had heard the question, “Why did they elect 
a ‘pinko’ for PTA president?” Instead of the expected 
sympathetic titter, there was an intake of breath. But 
his next comment—that introduction of the speaker 
had already been done for him—did bring gracious 
laughter. 

Mr. Skaife spent the first 10 minutes excusing, ex- 
plaining and denying the charges of NEA left-wing 
activity. Then, launching into his routine talk, he 
castigated American Mercury and Nationat Repus.ic, 
berated “The Turning of the Tides” and “Communist- 
Socialist Propaganda in American Schools,” and de- 
famed the Intercollegiate Society of Individualists 
and Students for America. Of the latter group he 
said it “operates like the Communist Party.” (Mr. 
Skaife would doubtless concur with a similar vitriolic 
attack on this group of loyal American youth in the 
Spring issue of New Foundations, Communist label 
209.) 

That speaker Skaife’s position was weakened and 
his ardor non-infectious was quite apparent. The 
chairman offered the remainder of the time for ques- 
tions and comments from the audience. The response 
was dead silence!

since the Republican Party took over the reins in Jan- 
uary, 1953), there has been a constant flow of Social- 
ist-type bills presented before Congress. Stone esti- 
mates that during the past several years the average 
has been 7,000 Socialistic bills each year! Just to 
expose and defeat such an endless barrage consumes 
vast time and energy in Congress. 

Socialism’s cancerous attacks have another point in 
common with that dread affliction, Not only does it 
continue its insidious incursions into the vitals of our 
national economy, but through organized propaganda, 
it concurrently builds a belief that “all is well,” so 
that the disease cannot be located in time to correct 
its ravages. 

Thus it is with TVA, and what Stone calls its bil- 
lion-dollar propaganda machine. It has two arms, or 
lobbies, centered in Washington. Team “A” pressures 
Congress into granting more and more millions of tax 
dollars with which to finance its “cheap power.” Team 
“B” pressures potential customers—those rather rare, 
but still available, industrialists willing to locate on 
TVA sites. Thus is given the appearance of solidity 
and genuine “free enterprise complexion” to this So- 
cialist empire. 

It is an interesting sidelight upon TVA’s modus 
operandi to note that, although organized to “control 
floods and improve navigation,” it has succeeded in 
permanently flooding more tillable land in the Ten- 
nessee Valley than the Tennessee River had ever 
flooded ! 

Such is the sordid tale of nearly all of the 88 Fed- 
eral corporations. The public must learn—and soon— 
that they are no bargain, and that, if we would breathe 
again the air of Free Enterprise with its manifold 
blessings, they must be relegated to the scrap heap, 
whence they came! 

Our pressing need right now is for a few thousand 
more organizations, a few million more citizens, a few 
more States to join the fight, demanding that the Fed- 
eral Government get out—and stay out—of private 
industry.

HERE is a well-planned compaign of confusion 
being foisted on the American public, and many 
people have been taken in by it. 

The Nationat Repusiic has in recent months de- 
tailed the propaganda drive against Congressional 
investigators in general, and against Senator Joseph 
R. McCarthy in particular, The Communists coined 
the word “McCarthyism,” and originated the all-out 
attack on him, More recently the “liberals” and left- 
wingers have taken over this propaganda drive, leaving 
the Communist Party free to move on to other activi- 
ties.

For example, Dr. Kurt Singer, in a syndicated news- 
paper article during the past month, bitterly attacked 
Senator McCarthy, wire-tapping and loyalty oaths, and 
then subtly planted the thought that “spies must be 
caught by professionals, not by amateurs.” 

The propagandists have even put those words into 
J. Edgar Hoover’s mouth, For instance, on the occa- 
sion of Mr. Hoover’s 30th anniversary as F.B.1. director, 
many newspapers ran syndicated columns concerning 
him and his work. The “liberal” Washington Post 
used the head—* ‘Pros’ Should Hunt Reds, Hoover 
Says.” In the body of the article Mr. Hoover was 
quoted as saying that “investigating subversives is a 
highly professional job” and that “in recent years I’ve 
noted a tendency toward loose name-calling in matters 
which should be left in the hands of the F.B.I. to 
prove or disprove.” 

By lifting Mr. Hoover’s remarks out of context, even 
this great Communist fighter is made to speak for 
the forces of the left. Is it any wonder that a lot of 
people have been confused?

or of patriotic publications and organizations which 
are bringing the facts to the public. How J. Edgar 
Hoover truthfully feels on this subject was demon- 
strated in his recent speech before the D.A.R., in which 
he said: 

“As real national security ultimately must rest on 
the dedicated efforts of all people to preserve our 
American way of life, we naturally must look to our 
fellow patriotic Americans for major assistance in 
fulfilling our responsibilities. With a force of only 
one special agent to every 26,000 inhabitants in the 
United States, we could not possibly carry out our 
duties without the fullest of cooperation from all law- 
abiding people and patriotic organizations.” 

So be wary of those like the alien-born Kurt Singer 
and others, who would have you believe that spy-ex- 
posing and spy-catching should be left solely to “pro- 
fessionals.”

Red Probes Scored and Lauded 


When a man opens his mouth today, one must find 
out his philosophy before evaluating his remarks. For 
instance, James P. Warburg, speaking recently before 
the Vermont Conference at the University of Vermont, 
like many other leftists, bitterly assailed the methods 
of Congressional probers and said it was a serious 
mistake to blame the Soviet Union for all the world’s 
troubles. 

As a writer and international banker, Mr. Warburg 
enjoys a reputation which might lend some weight 
with many to his remarks, It is only after looking 
at his record, noting that he was a rabid New Dealer, 
is a One Worlder, “liberal,” and supporter of many 
left-wing causes, that we can place the proper inter- 
pretation upon his opinions. 

In the same way Douglas Cater, speaking before 
the University of Colorado’s Conference on World Af- 
fairs, blasted Congressional investigating committees 
and urged that they be replaced by a joint commis- 
sion. But Mr. Cater, it should be explained, is editor 
of the leftist, “liberal” Reporter Magazine, published 
by Max Ascoli, the Italian refugee, who fell into a 
fortune by marriage into a wealthy American family, 
and his recommendation has been lifted from the Com- 
munist-supported program that would completely de- 
stroy the effectiveness of Congressional probes. 

Offsetting these scared voices of the left, many other 
Americans, with more impressive records, have in re- 
cent weeks emphasized the growing Communist danger 
and lauded the methods of Congressional probers. 
These spokesmen include Senator Styles Bridges 
(R.-N. H.) ; Congressman Martin Dies (D.-Tex.) ; Con- 
gressman Frazier Reams (R.-Ohio); Miss Gertrude 
Carraway, president-general of the D.A.R.; Whittaker 
Chambers, former Communist courier; and David Law- 
rence, well-known columnist and editor ef U. S. News 
and World Report. 


Sierra Underground Reds Guilty 


A Federal Court jury in San Francisco has con- 
victed three men and a woman on charges of sheltering 
a fugitive Communist leader, Robert Thompson. The 
latter is now serving a term in Atlanta Federal Prison 
after all had been arrested by the F.B.I. last August 
in a raid on a Sierra Nevada secret underground Red 
hideout. The four were sentenced by Judge Louis 
E. Goodman as follows:

Communist Party of Minnesota, two years; and Mrs. 
Shirley Kremen, 22, designated as a “schoolgirl rad- 
ical,” one year. 

A fifth defendant, Mrs. Patricia Blau, formerly of 
Denver, was acquitted because of lack of evidence. 
This is the second time she has wiggled out of a court 
conviction, 

Considerable evidence of value to the Government 
was seized in the raid on the hideout, which lays bare 
the Reds’ secret plans for operation in case the party 
is outlawed.

Party in the United States. And from our feel on 
the public pulse, it is our opinion that the majority 
of the American people favor such action. But the 
odds are definitely against Congress adopting such a 
measure at this session—for the simple reason that 
our Senators and Representatives appear to be lagging 
behind public opinion in this instance. 

If we wander out into the grass roots, we find that 
the people are sick and tired of coddling conspirators 
in their midst, and are taking action against local 
Reds. The Texas Legislature, for example, has passed, 
and Governor Allan Shivers has signed, a bill outlaw- 
ing the Communist Party, and providing heavy pen- 
alties, both in prison terms and fines, for members of 
subversive groups. As a matter of fact, Governor 
Shivers originally favored giving juries the authority 
to vote the death penalty for Communists, but this, 
it was argued, would make convictions more difficult. 
In any case, the bill was adopted by the Texas Senate 
unanimously, and passed the House, 127 to 7. Texas, 
needless to say, is far, far ahead of Capitol Hil] in 
Washington, D. C., on this issue. 

New Hampshire’s probe of subversive activities has 
already identified 87 residents of the State with mem- 
bership in the Communist Party, and Governor Hugh 
Gregg has urged that “the Communist Party should 
be outlawed in this State and in the Nation.” Yes, 
they’re seeing “red” in New England too. 

Assemblyman Wilson C. Van Duzer, of New York, 
has introduced a bill at Albany which would bar Com- 
munists from the ballot in the Empire State. The 
measure has the enthusiastic support of former Con- 
gressman Hamilton Fish and many other prominent 
New Yorkers. Meanwhile, the New York Civil Service 
Commission, stepping up its drive against disloyalty, 
has listed the Communist Party as subversive under 
the State’s “security risk” law. That’s what New 
Yorkers are doing back home, but several New York- 
ers on Capitol Hill, we fear, would be found on the 
other side of the fence—were the issue to come to 
a vote, 

In Georgia, the new loyalty questionnaire, author- 
ized by the Anti-Subversive Act of 1953, went into 
effect on May 1. All State employees, including public 
school teachers, must file. A similar measure has 
been recommended for Virginia by the State Society 
of the Daughters of the American Revolution. 

Of course, F.B.I. Director J. Edgar Hoover has re- 
peatedly opposed outlawing the Community Party for 
fear of driving it underground. We highly respect 
Mr. Hoover’s opinions, but a great part—the most im- 
portant part—of the Communist Party is already 
underground, and we lean toward the view that the 
advantages of outlawing the Reds far outweigh the 
disadvantages. Why should we lend even a semblance 
of legality to a conspiracy? We echo the words of 
Justice Michael A. Musmanno, of the Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court, who has said that the Communist 
Party “is not a political party,” that it is “an exten- 


sion of the Soviet Foreign Office,’ and that it “has 
no place in this land of God, of law, of decency and 
respect for one’s fellow man.” 

Perhaps it would be well for some of our Senators 
and Congressmen to put their ears to the ground. The 
people back in the grass roots areas have semething 
to tell them about Communists. 


CRISIS IN ASIA Tuere Is Possisty one way in 

which we could halt the fighting 
in Indo-China, and bring about a temporary and ex- 
tremely shaky peace throughout Asia. That would be 
for the free world to capitulate and pull out of the 
Far East. That was the exorbitant price demanded 
at Geneva by Russia’s Molotov and Red China’s Chou 
En-lai, and it is a price that is much too high for 
us to pay. 

Accepting Communist terms on Asia would mean 
that the Reds would take over Indo-China and South 
Korea, and would then consolidate their positions until 
such time as they were ready to move against Thai- 
land, Burma, Malaya, and finally India and Pakistan. 
There would be peace in the sense that there probably 
would be no more bloody incidents similar te that at 
Dien Bien Phu, but Communist aggression would con- 
tinue until it had engulfed all of Asia. Such a price, 
we repeat, is much too high for us to pay; such terms 
are unacceptable to free men. 

That being the case, what is the alternative? Obvi- 
ously, it is for the free world to stand up and call 
the Communist bluff. We still hold the balance of 
power. We possess the technical and scientific know- 
how. We have the industrial capacity. Our spiritual 
potential is awesome. But we still hesitate to muster 
our full strength. What are we waiting for? 

Nehru’s India is a distinct liability. We have neu- 
tralized the Chinese Nationalists on Formosa. We 
have shackled Syngman Rhee below the 38th Parallel. 
Japan has not yet been rearmed. Great Britain appar- 
ently prefers to trade with, rather than fight against, 
the enemy. And France is so woefully weak at home 
that she is unable to exert any force abroad. If we 
in the free world had deliberately set out to throw 
the battle to the Reds, we could ‘scarcely have done 
a better job. 

Even in Indo-China itself, we have failed to utilize 
the full force of native resistance. Unless and until 
France guarantees outright independence to Viet Nam, 
Cambodia and Laos, we can expect nothing more than 
a half-hearted effort on the part of the native popu- 
lation, The day of Colonialism is past. 

Americans remember all too well the mere token 
assistance which our so-called allies gave us in Korea. 
What we need are resolute allies, full-scale allies, allies 
ready and willing to stand together. Hanoi and Saigon 
may seem like very unimportant pieces of real estate 
to many of us, but it would be critical were they 
to fall into Communist hands. 

The battle for Asia is the battle for the free world. 
It is a challenge that must be answered. 
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SUPER HEROES Tue Cases of Colonel Frank M. 

Schwable and Corporal Edward 
S. Dickenson are basically similar; the difference is 
one of degree. If we will recall, Colonel Schwable 
is the Marine officer who signed a “germ warfare” 
confession while a victim of Communist “brain-wash- 
ing” techniques. Corporal Dickenson is the enlisted 
man who is charged with collaborating with the 
enemy, and who at first refused repatriation. The two 
cases raise many questions. 

Each of us would like to think that he would be 
a hero if the occasion ever arose. But would we? 
No one ever knows in advance, and few of us ever 
find ourselves in a spot where we can find out. Who 
can say how he would have reacted had he been in 
exactly the same position in which Colonel Schwable 
or Corporal Dickenson found himself? 

Some of us have lower breaking points than others, 
but that certainly does not mean that we are neces- 
sarily cowards. Major General William F, Dean held 
out, but was he subjected to as severe and as prolonged 
torture as was Colonel Schwable? Was he not better 
prepared for what happened than was Corporal Dick- 
enson? And even General Dean has testified that he 
would kill himself before submitting to Communist 
treatment again. In other words, he could not trust 
himself too far; somewhere there is a breaking point 
in all of us. 

Self-preservation is a mighty strong urge under any 
circumstances. But when a man is a prisoner of a 
ruthless enemy, when he has been subjected to hours 
and days and weeks of cruel “brain-washing,” when 
the spirit has been deadened and hope killed, the sign- 
ing of a slip of paper, or an act of collaboration, seems 
like a little thing—if it will bring a respite, a tem- 
porary suspension of torture. After all, a dead man, 
or even an insane man, can never again be of any use 
to himself or to his country. 

Both cases have been thoroughly investigated, 
and the findings have been handed down. Colonel 
Schwable’s conduct was considered “excusable” under 
the circumstances, but his military usefulness was 
judged “seriously impaired.” That ruling virtually 
spells the end of a career for an officer who was de- 
scribed as “courageous, conscientious and one of the 
best officers I have ever known” by his former com- 
mander. And Corporal Dickenson was found guilty 
of the charges brought against him, and sentenced to 
10 years at hard labor. 

To many of us, these penalties seem unfair. It may 
appear that we are setting standards that few can 
espire to, that we are expecting our fighting men to 
hold out beyond the human stretching point, that we 
are no longer content with heroes, but insist upon 
super heroes, 

Perhaps all that is true. Perhaps nothing less than 
super heroes will do today. The truth is that we are 
facing a new kind of enemy in a new kind of war, 
and we accordingly must place new interpretations 
upon human behavior. No matter how unfair it may 
seem at times, the interest of the Nation must come 
ahead of any consideration for the individual. An 
officer, whose will to resist was once broken, no matter 
under what circumstances, might be unable to lead 
and inspire those under him again. For the morale 
and discipline of the service, an example must be made 
of an enlisted man, who once collaborated with the 
enemy. 

Our sympathies go out to the colonel and the cor- 
poral, but sometimes life is cruel. And if their cases 
will help us to prepare men to withstand this new 
kind of torture, if their examples will serve to stiffen 
our resistance to this new force, then all may yet be 
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well. Let us remember that these are not ordinary 
times, and ordinary standards will not apply. 


Once AGAIN we feel called upon 
to recommend to our readers a 
OF THE TIDES new book, this one published by 
The Long House, Inc., New York 
City. Its co-authors are Congressman Paul W. Shafer 
(R.-Mich.), who has been a frequent contributor to 
the NationaL Repus.ic, and John Howland Snow, who 
has written several books on the American Way. 

This particular book has been divided into four 
parts. The first three—entitled Currents, Tides and 
The Flood—describe a movement. The fourth part 
tells of the “rising waters of a more recent stream, 
whose mounting effect gives the title to the book”— 
The Turning of the Tides. 

NaTioNaAL Repuswic readers will find many familiar 
characters in this little book. It starts off on a day 
back in 1905 when a group of young men met in a 
New York loft and formed the Intercollegiate Socialist 
Society. Associated with the movement in the early 
years were—and note these names—Walter Lippmann, 
Heywood Broun, David J. Saposs, Freda Kirchwey, 
Walter Reuther, Bruce Bliven, Alexander Trachten- 
berg, Eugene V. Debs, Mrs. Ella Reeves Bloor, Frances 
E. Perkins, Lincoln Steffens, Victor L. Berger, Scott 
Nearing, W. E. B. DuBois, Alexander Meiklejohn, 
Roger N. Baldwin, Frederick V. Field, Felix Frank- 
furter, Sidney Hook, Will Rogers, Jr., Bertrand Rus- 
sell, Anna Louise Strong, James A. Wechsler, ete. 

In 1921 this society became the League for Indus- 
trial Democracy, and, as such, lured such characters 
as Harry W. Laidler, Norman Thomas, Robert Morss 
Lovett, Stuart Chase, John Dewey and Louis Budenz. 
Still later the LID attracted Reinhold Niebuhr, Bishop 
Francis J. McConnell, Mary McLeod Bethune, George 
S. Counts, Helen Gahagan Douglas, William H. Kil- 
patrick, Ernest O. Melby, Henry Morgenthau, Jr., 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., Harold 8S. Rugg, Arthur 
Schlesinger, Jr., Rex Stout, to mention only a few. 

From this beginning the reader is taken on a tour 
of the Left, from the British Fabian Society to 
UNESCO, from the early “progressive” educators to 
the National Education Association, The story, which 
the NationaL Repus.ic has been unfolding since 1918, 
is traced again in this book, and the names, which 
have been appearing in these columns for so many 
years are once more listed, identified, and pigeon-holed. 
From the opening lines of Currents to the closing para- 
graph of The Turning of The Tides, this is a book 
which American patriots should not miss.

COMMUNISM 
IN THE SOUTH 


By PAUL CROUCH 


HE COMMUNIST PARTY is almost completely 
undergrouna throughout the South. In recent 

years the absence of open activities conducted in 
the name of the Party has led many Southerners to 
the mistaken belief that Communism has disappeared 
entirely from the Southern scene. It is true that the 
total dues-paying membership of the Communist Party 
in the Southern tier of States amounts to only about 
1,000 or possibly 1,200 at the most. And of that num- 
ber only about 100 or 200 are really very important— 
and dangerous. But such figures are always decep- 
tive. 

Most of the leading and active Communists in the 
South are prominent and supposedly respectable people 
in their communities; it is planned that way. They 
include attorneys, trade union officials, leaders in farm 
organizations, business men, writers, ministers, stu- 
dents and workers in the air transport industry. 
Birmingham, New Orleans and Miami are the real 
hubs of the Red apparatus in the South, but the activi- 
ties reach into every State below the Mason and Dix- 
on’s Line. Extreme secrecy, of course, is essential for 
continued operations under present conditions, The 
Communist Daily Worker of March 24, 1954, and the 
pseudo-liberal Nation of April 3, 1954, let out syn- 
chronized cries of rage and pain because a task force 
of the Senate Internal Security subcommittee began 
the exposure of Southern Communists and fellow- 
travelers in the New Orleans hearings of March 18 
to 20. 

These hearings brought out testimony to the effect 
that the Southern Conference Educational Fund, Ine., 
is one of the major organizations through which the 
underground Reds today are carrying on their subver- 
sive activities in the South. This organization is— 
under a slightly changed name—the successor to the 
Communist-created and Communist-controlled from, 
the Southern Conference for Humau Welfare. It is 
interesting here to note the identity and behavior of 
some of the key witnesses at the New Orleans hearings. 

Leo Scheiner, a prominent Miami at- 


Paul Crouch, son of a Baptist minister, was a 
precocious idealist, and fell under Socialist influence 
while in his early teens. He drifted into Commu- 
nism, and in 1924-25 organized the Hawaiian 
Communist League while a soldier in the U. S. 
Army. His court-martial and original sentence of 
40 years under the 96th Article of War skyrock- 
eted him to international prominence in the Com- 
munist movement. After his sentence had been 
commuted to three years, Crouch was sent to Mos- 
cow, made an honorary commander of the Red 
Army, and given special training at the Frunze 
Military Academy in civil and guerrilla warfare, 
espionage and sabotage. Returning to the United 
States, he directed large-scale Communist infiltra- 
tion of the U. S. armed forces. 


In 1928 Crouch was the first Communist organ- 
izer ever sent into the South, and was one of the 
leaders of the Gastonia, N. C., strike. For the 
next 10 years he directed Red organization in Vir- 
ginia, North and South Carolina, and Tennessee, 
and served as editor of New South, Communist 
Party organ. Later he was in charge of Commu- 
nist work in Hawaii and California. In Alameda 
County he came in contact with Soviet agents and 
with top atomic scientists who were undercover 
members of the Communist Party. 

Paul Crouch and his wife, Sylvia, broke with 
the Reds in 1942, and during the war years both 
worked in defense industries. They went to the 
F.B.I. in 1947, and placed all their knowledge of 
the Communist conspiracy at the disposal of the 
Government. They have testified before many 
Congressional committees, and Paul Crouch was 
a witness at the trials of Harry Bridges and Wil- 
liam Remington, and in the Smith Act trials at 
Honolulu, Seattle, Baltimore, St. Louis and Phila- 
delphia. For the past three years he has been 
employed by the U. S. Immigration and Natural- 
ization Service, Department of Justice, 


The following day Scheiner 
tried to disrupt the Congressional hearings by making 
a speech.

He was followed on the stand by Max Schlafrock, 
one of Miami’s wealthiest and most successful con- 
tractors, who admitted that h.s recent contracts with 
the city and county governments may have exceeded 
a half million dollars.

torney, was the first witness. He was 
an important official in the Office of 
Price Administration during the New 
Deal, first in Washington, D. C., and 
later in Florida.

other Southerner named during the hearings as active 
in the Southern Conference for Human Welfare move- 
ment was Gordon Clapp, present head of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. It is reported that Clapp had ad- 
mitted before a Congressional committee some months 
ago that he had originally sponsored the movement 
at the request of Frank Graham, who at the time was 
president of the University of North Carolina, later 
appointed to the U. 8. Senate and defeated at the 
polls in an attempt to succeed himself. It is reported, 
too, that at the Congressional hearing on Clapp’s ap- 
pointment to TVA, Senator Estes Kefauver lauded 
the “Americanism” of Clapp. 

Mrs. Virginia Foster Durr, sister-in-law of Justice 
Hugo Black of the Supreme Court—incidentally the 
latter knew nothing of her part in the conspiracy— 
was one of the individuals most active in the Com- 
munist front, Southern Conference for Human Wel- 
fare, and later was reportedly a board member of its 
successor, the Southern Conference Educational Fund, 
Inc. She set a new precedent in Congressional hear- 
ings. Without invoking the Fifth Amendment, she 
would not even reply when asked her name. Later she 
replied to some questions: “I stand mute.” 


HEN I faced her and testified under oath about 

her financial contributions to the Communist 
magazine, New South, which I edited in 1938 and 1939, 
and her relations with Joseph Gelders, Rob F. Hall 
and other leaders of Communist activities in Wash- 
ington, D. C., she powdered her nose and replied: “I 
stand mute.” She probably knew that the Depart- 
ment of Justice has original records of the New South, 
showing her to have been a paid subscriber and finan- 
cial contributor to that official party publication for 
the Southern States. That was brought out last year 
in a published Senate committee report. 

The Nation, in its April 3, 1954, issue, quoted Mrs. 
Durr as saying: “I refuse to submit to the authority 
of this committee and I stand in total and utter con- 
tempt of it.” 

Later Mrs. Durr’s husband—Clifford J. Durr, of 
Montgomery, Ala., a New Deal member of the Federal 
Communications Commission from 1941 to 1948—col- 
lapsed after attempting a violent attack on me because 
of my testimony against his wife. 

Another witness, who dodged questions concerning 
his alleged Communist connections, and who was 
finally ejected from the hearing, was Myles Horton, 
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head of the Highlander Folk School in Tennessee. He 
was also connected with the Southern Conference for 
Human Welfare. 

The New Orleans hearings of March 18-20 marked 
the second time in recent years that investigations of 
the Senate Internal Security subcommittee had pene- 
trated the Communist underground in the South, and 
had focused the spotlight of publicity on its subversive 
activities. Last year the committee made public the 
testimony regardnig an underground printing press 
at Chapel Hill, N. C., reportedly secretly owned by 
the Communist Party and allegedly operated by Alton 
Lawrence. In the early 1930’s, the testimony disclosed, 
the latter had once served as North Carolina State 
Secretary of the Socialist Party. Under oath I tes- 
tified that I had accepted Alton Lawrence’s applica- 
tion for membership in the Communist Party in 1935, 
and had issued his first CP membership book to him. 

The same committee report last year also disclosed 
testimony that Dr, E. E. Erickson, formerly professor 
of English at the University of North Carolina, was 
allegedly an important secret Communist in the Caro- 
linas. Without waiting to find out whether Dr. Erick- 
son would hide behind the Fifth Amendment when 
put under oath, the president of Gustavus Adolphus 
College in Minnesota, where he is now employed, has 
already rushed to his defense. 


HE NAME of Alton Lawrence was heard fre- 

quently at the recent New Orleans hearings. John 
L. Butler, a former Communist who for years was 
president of the Bessemer, Ala., local of the C.I.O. 
Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers Union, testified that 
Lawrence had introduced Aubrey Williams, former 
New Deal official, to him as a fellow member of the 
Communist Party. (For more on Williams, see March, 
1954, issue of the Nationat Rervusiic, Ed.) 

Butler also testified that Alton Lawrence had intro- 
duced Dr. James A. Dombrowski to him as a fellow 
member of the Communist Party, giving the date, the 
hotel, even the floor of the hotel and the names of 
other party members present. Dombrowski, described 
as “one of the upper 10—one of the big boys” of the 
party, but who in turn denied being a Communist, 
refused to disclose the names of the 3,000 or more 
financial contributors to the Southern Conference Edu- 
cational Fund, Inc., of which he was executive director. 

Both Aubrey Williams and Dr. Dombrowski ad- 
mitted that they are friends of Alton Lawrence, and 
Williams said that Lawrence had visited his home. 
For many years Lawrence has been the leading paid

14, he was inspired to write 
the verses of the Star Spangled 
Banner.” 

“Oh,” said the little girl, “I 
can sing that song,” and start- 
ed, “Oh, say can you see... .?” 

“Not here,” said the mother, 
but it was too late. The child 
could not be stopped. As she 


children visit the several buildings of the Smith- 

sonian Institution, in Washington, D. C., pass 
within a few feet of the original Star Spangled Ban- 
ner, and never notice it. There’s a reason. It’s poorly 
displayed, disgracefully displayed. 

Even officials of the museum admit this, but it would 
cost $40,000 or so to give Old Glory, the Flag that 
inspired Francis Scott Key to write The Star Spangled 
Banner, its rightful place among other precious relics 
of the Nation. The more than half a million specimens 
on view include mementoes of Washington, Lincoln 
and Admiral Peary, the eve- 
ning gowns worn by First Lad- 
ies of the Land, dating back to 
Martha Washington, the desk 
whereon was signed the Decla- 
ration of Independence, the 
primitive 1903 airplane of the 
Wright Brothers, and Lind- 
bergh’s Spirit of St. Louis. 

But, while a few billions can 
always be found to hand out to 
foreign nations, Congress takes 
a mighty dim view of allocat- 
ing the few thousand needed 
to display properly the Star 
Spangled Banner. And unless 
some wealthy, patriotic Ameri- 
can—maybe a Texas oilman— 
comes to the rescue of the Old 
Flag, it will probably remain 
in obscurity, not even to be 
seen by “the dawn’s early 
light”. 

Not long ago an incident 
happened in the Smithsonian’s old Arts and Industries 
Building, where the Flag is housed, that actually 
called attention to this precious item, A little girl had 
wandered off from her party. In a moment or so they 
heard her yell: 

“Oh, Mommie, look at the big rug!” 

She had found this exhibit in a towering mahogany 
case backed against the wall. Her eight-year-old 
brother ran over to see what had excited her so, and 
then said disdainfully: 

“That’s not a rug; that’s a flag. That’s the Star 
Spangled Banner.” 

“Looks like a rug to me,” the girl said, “with stars 
in it.” 

“Let’s see what it says here,” their mother put in, 
and read the inscription on the case—aloud to the 
children : 

“The Star Spangled Banner. Garrison Flag of Fort 
McHenry, Baltimore, during the bombardment of the 
fort by the British, September 13-14, 1814, when it was 
gallantly and successfully defended by Colonel George 
Armistead and the brave men of his command. Francis 
Scott Key, detained with the British fleet, had eagerly 
watched for this Flag during the fight, and as he saw 
it waving over the fort on the morning of September

sang the immortal words of 
our National Anthem, a small 
crowd gathered around the mahogany case holding the 
Flag that had inspired the song. When she finished, 
she was roundly applauded, 


An old colored man cleaning the glass on the case 
said, “My, my! This is the biggest crowd I ever saw 
around the Star Spangled Banner. It takes something 
like this to draw the people.” 

That told the sad story. Fer of all the visitors who 
come to the Smithsonian each year, only a few ever 
pause to look at the remnants of the historic Flag 
that flew over Fort McHenry in Baltimore on that 
memorable day in September, 1814. Originally it was 
of tremendous size; now only 
a little more than a third of it 
is left. Its stars, now yellowed 
with age, are of muslin on an 
equally heavy blue cloth field, 
now likewise faded. Undoubt- 
edly this is why the little girl 
mistook the exhibit for a rug. 

This precious heirloom of the 
Nation was presented to the 
National Museum by Eben Ap- 
pleton, of New York, a grand- 
son of Colonel George Armi- 
stead. Also displayed in the 
case is a silver punch set, con- 
sisting of a large bowl on a 
heavy tray and nine cups, giv- 
en to the colonel by the people 
of Baltimore for his gallantry 
in action and fearlessness in 
facing the enemy. This old 
punch set was in turn present- 
ed to the Nation by Alexander 
Gordon, of Baltimore, a great 
grandson of Colonel Armistead. 

As the little girl asked when her mother pointed out 
the punch bowl, “Why doesn’t someone polish the sil- 
ver, Mommie?” 

The old colored man chuckled. “Honey,” he said, 
“they won’t let everybody open this case, so nobody 
ever polishes the silver, But you got a point there. 
It sure could stand a going over.” 

As the mother herded her two children and the small 
crowd dispersed, the Star Spangled Banner was again 
left in loneliness, until an elderly man walked over to 
the mahogany case and read the inscription. Then 
he confronted one of the guards. “That Flag,” he said, 
“belongs in Baltimore. They’d appreciate it over 
there. Here it’s ignored. Somebody ought to start a 
movement.” 

The guard smiled. “You'll have to speak to the 
superintendent about that,” he suggested, walked over 
and stood under the Spirit of St. Louis, the plane 
Charles Lindbergh flew across the Atlantic at a time 
when that was a novel idea, 

“That guy said something,” a bystander remarked 
as the elderly gentleman departed. “Maybe some day 
somebody will do something toward getting this Flag 
out where it can be seen.” 

“What a thrill just to see it,’ said another man, 
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stepped back, and saluted the Star Spangled Banner, 
the venerable Flag of Fort McHenry. 

Back in 1878 Baltimoreans were led to believe that 
this Flag had been buried with Captain William Mc- 
Pherson, a veteran of the War of 1812. He died in 
June of that year at the age of 83 at Carneysville in 
Baltimore County, and newspapers of June 28, 1878, 
carried this item: 

“Mr. McPherson had had in his possession ever since 
that war an immense flag which he prized as the one 
that floated over Fort McHenry on that memorable 
occasion when the Star Spangled Banner was written, 
and at his request it was buried with him.” 

Mrs. George E. Parker, Jr., historian of the Star 
Spangled Banner Flag House Association, and others 
interested, had quite a time killing that erroneous 
story. Had the old soldier carried the Flag with him, 
he would have had little space in his own casket, for 
the original banner measured something like 36 feet. 

The true story is this. Colonel Armistead took the 
Flag with him when he left Fort McHenry. At his 
death he bequeathed it to his daughter, Georgiana, 
then Mrs. Eben Appleton, of New York. She in turn 
willed it to her son, Eben, This son kept the precious 
heritage in a safe deposit vault, but in 1880, when 
Baltimore celebrated the anniversary of its founding, 
he brought the Flag there for display. He and W. W. 
Carter, a Maryland survivor of the War of 1812, car- 
ried it in an open barouche. 

Naturally this Flag was given a great ovation along 
the parade route. Eben Appleton cut three pieces 
from its ample folds—one of red, one of white, one of 
blue—and gave them to Mr. Carter, who had them 
framed and later presented to the Maryland Historical 
Society, Other pieces were also given away until the 
Flag dwindled to its present size, 

The Maryland Historical Society kept the pieces 
entrusted to its care until 1926, when it was decided 
that they should go with the main portion of the Flag. 
That, in the meantime, had been bequeathed by Mr. 
Appleton to the Federal Government. Having been 
restored as nearly as possible to its original condition, 
the storied old Flag now is displayed near the main 
entrance of the Smithsonian’s Arts and Industries 
Building, where few ever see it. 

Strange—disgraceful too—that the Stir Spangled 
Banner has not been properly displayed. Many visitors 
won’t believe that this is the original Flag, the genuine 
article. To convince such skeptics, guards are some- 
times called upon to recite the Flag’s pedigree—and 
sometimes to settle bets. 

Again, many people think that this is the Flag that 
Betsy Ross made. As a matter of fact, the Flag on 
display in Washington as the Star Spangled Banner 
was made at Baltimore in 1814 by Mrs. Mary Young 
Pickersgill, assisted by her daughter, Mrs. Caroline 
Purdy. Mrs. Pickersgill received $405.90 for her work. 

This Flag, presented to the U. 8. National Museum 
in 1912, was repaired two years later by Mrs. Amelia 
Fowler and a corps of expert needlewomen. The Flag, 
now reduced in size, is one of the few existing banners 
containing 15 stars and 15 stripes. This was in ac- 
cordance with the Act of Congress, approved January 
15, 1794, which authorized one star and one stripe for 
each State. This design was changed by Act of Con- 


gress of April 4, 1818, when the number of stripes was 
permanently established at 13, one for each of the 
original States, and provision made for the addition 
of a new star upon admission of each additional State 
to the Union. 

There are many fine old flags which we as Ameri- 
cans treasure. 


There is, for instance, the “Starry

Flag” of John Paul Jones, said to be the oldest “Old 
Glory” still in existence. It is distinguished by the 
fact that it has only 12 stars in its field of blue, the 
missing star being due to the uncertainty of Georgia 
joining the Union, 

Other cherished flags include the one carried into 
the Battle of Cowpens by the Third Maryland Regi- 
ment, the first flag to be fired on in the Civil War at 
Fort Moultrie, the first flag—this one with 44 stars— 
raised in Cuba in 1898, the Peking flag that was used 
to signal allied forces in 1900, and the first flag flown 
at the North Pole, set up by Admiral Robert Peary 
in 1909, 

Yes, there have been many grand old flags since 
the committee of “flag-makers,” composed of Robert 
Morris, George Ross and George Washington, called 
on Betsy Ross to make the first one. But there are 
few, if any, that are more revered than the one which 
flew over Fort McHenry, and which inspired Francis 
Scott Key to write the thrilling words of our National 
Anthem, It deserves more respect than has been shown 
it to date. 

Mendel L. Peterson, the Smithsonian Institution’s 
curator of history, and others who get a bang out of 
seeing the original Star Spangled Banner, or what's 
left of it, are hoping that somebody will come along 
some day and rescue this honored Flag from obscurity. 
It would be pleasant to record this as a fait accompli 
by the time Flag Day, 1955, rolls around—one year 
hence. ‘

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HAT are we fighting—Communism or Russian

“A system of social organization in which goods are 
held in common, the opposite of the system of private 
property. Any theory or system of social organization 
involving common ownership of the agents of produc- 
tion and some approach to the equal distribution of 
the products of industry.”

vective which is our daily ration. Our dictionaries 
are far behind the actual usage of the word “Commu- 
nism.” They have not kept up with the facts of life. 
They are living in a dream land of obsolete theory. 
Dictionaries are supposed to reflect the actual usage 
of a word and to keep their definitions up-to-date with 
any change of usage—but they have not done so. The 
Russian Empire, the center of all so-called Communist 
activity in the world, claims to adhere to Communism, 
and therefore creates the present usage of the word.

of every description, and the 
absolute control by the commu- 
nity in all matters pertaining to labor, religion, social 
relations, ete.: a phase of extreme socialism .. .” 

Concise Oxford—Revised 1952—Oxford University 
Press—defines Communism as follows: 

“Vesting of property in community, each member 
working according to his capacity and receiving ac- 
cording to his wants.” 

If I were a Communist under examination by a 
Congressional committee, I would merely refer to the 
above dictionary definitions and ask, “What is there 
in my belief in that state of society which classifies 
me as a criminal?” The obvious answer is “nothing.” 

However impractical and unworkable these doctrines 
of government may be, it is yet conceivable that cer- 
tain types of people, not knowing that despotic power 
is inseparable from Communism and Socialism and 
essential for their enforcement, might sincerely believe 
in them without criminal intent, but merely because 
of a desire for what their theoretical minds look upon 
as a betterment of human society. In fact, there are 
millions of so-called idealists throughout the world 
who do so believe. I would not say that this classifies 
them as subversive criminals or intentional enemies of 
society. Then we must ask ourselves whether we are 
right in decrying Communism as defined, or whether 
the word has taken on a new meaning not reflected 
in the current editions of our dictionaries, and, if so, 
whether we should not assign a new word to describe 
a new situation if the old word is non-descriptive and 
deceptive. 

It, in fact, is not a fight for or against this idealistic 
theory of government which has divided the world 
and led to all of the international bitterness and in- 


propaganda, sabotage, espion- 
age, infiltration into worthy or- 
ganizations, and lastly armed violence and revolution. 

Even the Communist Party, the world exponent of 
Communism, does not make much pretense of follow- 
ing the ideal dictionary definition of the word. It calls 
Communism the “Dictatorship of the Proletariat.” 
Does a dictatorship of one group meet the foregoing 
dictionary definitions? It openly advocates the over- 
throw of all existing governments by force and vio- 
lence, The Communist Manifesto, published over 100 
years ago, states: “They (the Communists) openly de- 
clare that their ends can be attained only by the 
forcible overthrow of all existing social conditions. 
Let the ruling classes tremble at a Communist revo- 
lution.” It is this objective, announced to the world 
again and again, which makes so-called Communism 
a criminal conspiracy, and makes all non-Russian 
Communists unadulterated traitors seeking the over- 
throw of their own countries by the Russian dictators. 

We ask why our dictionaries and textbooks are over 
100 years behind the facts of life, and thus misleading 
every student of sociology and political science from 
the grade school through the college. This perhaps 
partly explains the “pinko” complexion of many in 
our ministry and teaching fraternity. They are not 
preaching or teaching the reality, but an unattainable 
dream. 

Our dictionaries cannot evade a major share of the 
responsibility for the complacency of a great mass of 
the American people—and other peoples—toward the 
greatest menace to civilization that the world has ever 
faced. And equally guilty culprits are the writers 
and publishers of textbooks used throughout our

somewhat obscure, but with increasing knowl- 
edge and understanding the purposes are being 
drawn out, 

For along with you I am still waiting for the suc- 
cessful and satisfying refutation of some people’s 
words and acts. Their shouting of “McCarthyism,” 
“red herring,” “persecution,” “Congressional inquisi- 
tions,” the ad hominem approach, just won’t do, We 
repeat, that that is one of the favorite devices of the 
radical to silence opposition. 

Shall we review some of the instances I have in 
mind? We can go to the Government, the schools, the 
churches and the press. For this time, let’s stick to 
the Government. 

In 1949, when ex-President Truman wished his 
Under-Secretary of State Acheson to be promoted to 
a full Secretaryship, there were Senate committee 
hearings on the nomination. Dean Acheson, with 
much probing on the part of the committee, admitted 
that as Under-Secretary, “with the power of decision,” 
he was responsible for granting a loan of $90 million 
to Communist-controlled Poland, and that the private 
negotiations for it had been handled by his own law 
firm. One of the Hiss boys, Donald this time, and 
a member of that firm, personally took charge of the 
matter. Upon the granting of the loan, the Acheson 
law firm received a fee of better than $50 thousand. 
Acheson stated that he had not received any of the 
fee personally, just his law tirm, in which he his been 
associated with members of his family. 

Some people will be inclined to say, “Nice business 
if you can get it.” The Good Book says, “Bread gained 
by deceit is sweet to a man, but afterward his mouth 
will be full of gravel.” 

This loan business was going on in 1946 when “Red 
Herring” Truman was heading our Government. The 
loan was vigorously protested by our then Ambassador 
to Poland, Arthur Bliss Lane. But Acheson, we all 
know, was promoted to a position of greater and greater 
power. A member of my family has said, “No wonder 
there were so many radicals and fellow travelers in 
the Government at that time. It certainly paid off 
handsomely.” 

Let’s look at another instance in the Truman-Ache- 
son period. During the notorious Amerasia case our 
F.B.1. came across some official statements of John 
Stewart Service, an Acheson protege, which revealed 
his recommendations concerning Japan after V-J Day, 
when General Douglas MacArthur was representing 
us there. Service was saying that the “Japanese Com- 
munist Party should receive our sympathetic support” 
because it has “a strong, politically experienced organ- 
ization,” and because it was seeking “to achieve our 
own hopes of a democratic, non-militaristic Japan.” 

The ever alert and loyal American, General Mac- 
Arthur, got wind of these goings-on and, quite nat- 
urally, vigorously protested attempts to communize 
Japan. MacArthur was severely rebuked by both Dean 
Acheson and John Carter Vincent, of Owen Latti-

more’s Institute of Pacific Relations and also of the 
State Department. The New York Times, the Daily 
Worker and the late P.M. made much of this rebuke 
to our General. P.M. said, “Acheson is the leader of 
the younger, more progressive men in the State De- 
partment.” 

Not too long ago, one of the American POW’s in 
Korea, who had at first refused to be repatriated but 
who later changed his mind, was interviewed upon his 
return here. He said, “I had, of course, always been 
a progressive and I was chosen in my group of POW’s 
in Korea to be a leader of the progressive members!” 

A Congressional committee once attempted to find 
out why Acheson insisted upon retaining in the State 
Department loyalty suspects and security risks. He 
told them he thought many of these people were “pro- 
gressives” or were connected with “progressive organ- 
izations,” and that he would not fire “progressives.” 
The Attorney General seemed to be out of step with 
the astute and sharp-minded Secretary. He had listed 
many of these organizations as “subversive” and “Com- 
munist.” 

Someone I know to have been for years a card- 
carrying Commie, recently said of me, “The trouble 
with Anne is she does not read enough liberal and 
progressive newspapers and periodicals.” Liberal and 
progressive, progressive and liberal! Words, words, 
to befuddle the meaning and befoul the mind. 

Yes, the purposes in the minds of some men who 
headed our State Department are Jong overdue for 
clarification.

the working class,” nor a “new ideology,” 
nor a “political party.”

The success of this 
plan was proven in Czechoslovakia, Yugo-

the United States is not the menace of Commu- 

nism from within, nor the possibility of attack 
by the Communist countries from without. It is the 
apathy and indifference with which the average citizen 
regards the activities of the enemies within our coun- 
try. There are many today who condemn our investi- 
gating committees and their methods. Yet these same 
people had nothing to say when the attorneys, who 
defended the “11” at Foley Square in New York City, 
attempted to make a farce of the trial, broke all legal 
precedents trying to gain a mistrial, and caused an 
honest, upright judge a year of torture, during which 
his life was threatened many times.

"T ite GREATEST danger faced by the people of 


countries. Although, in America, belly

OMMUNIST PARTY members in the United 
(: States number only about 25,000. That figure 

was cited by President Eisenhower in a recent 
speech, and that figure is vouched for by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. Furthermore, if you are 
counting only the card-carrying, dues-paying members 
—the ones who are officially enrolled on the party 
books—the NarionaL Repus.ic agrees that the figure 
is not far wrong. As a result, a lot of Americans 
have decided that the whole Communist threat has 
been grossly exaggerated. What is so alarming about 
a mere 25,000 Reds out of an adult population of 
100 million? 

In case you didn’t know, that is exactly the question 
the Communists want you to ask, and they want you 
to answer it in the obvious way. They want to lull 
you into a false sense of security, They want to 
throw up a smoke-screen and deceive you as to their 
true strength. But, before we become too complacent, 
let’s see what lies behind that figure. Before we all 
knock off and go fishing, let’s be sure that we under- 
stand how the Communist apparatus operates. 

While this widely publicized figure represents but 
an insignificant percentage of the total population, 
how would you, as a business man, like to have 25,000 
salesmen working for you, many of them, if not most 
of them, working without pay? For no matter what 
they’re peddling, 25,000 salesmen can sell a lot of 
goods to a lot of people. They constitute a formidable 
sales force. Not even General Motors or Ford or 
General Electric or U. S. Steel can come close to ap- 
proaching it. 

But these are not ordinary salesmen. They are subtle 
operators, and achieve their purposes in devious ways. 
These 25,000 are the ones who map the strategy, hand 
down the orders, pull the strings. They organize the 
front movements, and lure well-intentioned Americans 
into lending their names and dollars. They infiltrate 
the sensitive spots in our society, and know how to 
rise to the top in their chosen fields of activity, 
whether it be education, labor, youth movements, the 
church, minority groups, the armed services or gov- 
ernment. They supply the speakers at important meet- 
ings. They write the letters to the editor, and file 
the protests with broadcasting stations, following 
controversial speeches and programs. In the course 
of a year they distribute millions of pieces of propa- 
ganda literature; in one month—August, 1952—they 
handed out more than 400,000 circulars pertaining to 
the Rosenbergs alone. At the same time they obtain 
thousands of signatures to Communist-inspired peti- 
tions, many times more than the actual number of 
Communist Party members. These 25,000 represent 
merely the hard core of the Communist conspiracy— 
the disciplined, dedicated, fanatical officers’ corps of 
the Fifth Column in our midst. 

If you are inclined to minimize the Communist 
strength in the United States, just remember that in 
1917 there were not more than 75,000 or 80,000 Bol- 
sheviks in all Russia. Yet that relative handful of 
revolutionaries seized the entire country. Even today 
it is estimated that there are only about two mil- 


probe of subversion, has estimated 
that at this rate “it would take only 
another 35 or 40 years for the Soviets to subjugate 
the entire world.” 

But Communist strength cannot be guaged by avail- 
able figures. For the Communist movement might be 
likened to an iceberg; only a small, and by far the 
least dangerous, part of it appears above the surface. 
Eight-ninths of an iceberg is submerged, and it is 
safe to say that even a larger part of the Communist 
movement is hidden from public view. 

Actually, the Communist Party is divided into three 
sections. The first moves about openly, and is repre- 
sented by that deceptive figure of 25,000. The second 
and larger section remains underground at all times; 
its members, trained in espionage and sabotage, and 
prepared to take over the leadership in the event of 
a crisis, are under orders not to reveal their identities 
for obvious reasons. Both these groups are equally 
dedicated, fanatical and disciplined. 

The third, and by far the largest, section is made 
up of those whom card-carrying Reds hold in utter 
contempt, but who are vitally important to the “cause.” 
Their names appear among the more than 400,000 in 
NaTIONAL Repustic’s subversive files. Call them what 
you will —fellow-travelers, fronters, left-wingers, 
pinkos, “wobblies,” “liberals,” so-called “do-gooders” 
or just plain dupes—these are the men and women 
who are indispensable to Moscow. They don’t carry 
cards, they don’t pay dues, they aren’t included in 
any statistics, they probably would be incensed if you 
were to call them Communists or Communist sympa- 
thizers, but they are the ones we really must fear. 

A bottle of poison in your medicine cabinet is not

PLANNING COMMISSION

ices; and the timely acquisition and 
development of these areas for their par- 
ticular purposes. Since the areas needed 
for public use cannot be chosen without 
regard to the use and extent of private 
developments, it follows that some con- 
trol over the use of private property-— 
as by zoning—is an essential part of city 
or regional planning. 

When city planning is mentioned most 
people think first of streets. In this field 
the commission has been active in three 
ways—first, in an effort to make the 
streets fit the land and to follow along 


said to mark a new period in the development of 

the City of Washington, for from the time of the 
filing of the Report of the McMillan Park Commission 
of 1901, there has been a constant increase in the inter- 
est taken by the public. The outstanding dates record- 
ing the progress of this increased interest are 1910, 
1912, 1920 and 1926. The Commission of Fine Arts was 
established in 1910. A new beginning of control of 
private property was made in 1910 after many years’ 
lapse of the original restrictions imposed by President 
Washington. This new beginning consisted in control 
of the height of buildings, and was followed in 1920 
by a comprehensive zoning law. In 1912 there was a 
definite movement for a Public Buildings Program, 
but World War I, which began in Europe in 1914, 
delayed matters. In 1924 the lack of provision of 
public parks and the failure to carry out the proposals 
of the Plan of 1901, insofar as park areas were con- 
cerned, led to the formation of the National Capital 
Park Commission, with authority to purchase lands 
for park purposes. The organization of the commis- 
sion was the result of combined efforts of many na- 
tion-wide organizations, 

However, the new commission soon found that an 
intelligent choice of park lands could not be made 
without knowledge of the interrelation of parks, high- 
ways, zoning, public buildings, and other elements of 
city and regional planning. The authority of the com- 
mission was therefore increased in the year 1926, and 
its membership enlarged. The new National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission was charged— 


"Tsai BEGINNING of the 20th Century may be 


with the duty of preparing, developing, and main- 
taining a comprehensive, consistent, and coordi- 
nated plan for the National Capital and environs 
(an area of some 1,539 square miles, lying roughly 
within 20 miles of the White House, and involving 
the cooperation of two States and four counties, 
two cities, and numerous incorporated places), 
which plan shall include recommendations to the 
proper executive authorities as to traffic and 
transportation; plots and subdivisions; highways, 
parks, and parkways; school and library sites; 
playgrounds, drainage, sewerage, and water sup- 
ply; housing, building, and zoning regulations; 
public and private buildings; bridges and water 
fronts; commerce and industry ; and other proper 
elements of city and regional planning. 


The largest single factor in determining the extent 
and character of the development of the National Cap- 
ital will be the extent, character, and wisdom of the 
permanent investments by the public in public areas 
and improvements. This commission has, therefore, 
considered as of primary importance the proper loca- 
tion and extent of public lands, whether used for 
streets, parks, public buildings, or other public serv- 


the hills and valleys instead of across 
them; second, in establishing a major 
thoroughfare system guiding the development of the 
main highways within the District of Columbia and 
extending the principles of the original L’Enfant Plan 
to the limits of the District; and third, in securing 
public support of a regional highway system which 
will provide more adequately for traffic both into the 
city and between suburban areas. 

With the first of these aims in view, many changes 
in the Highway Plan of the District of Columbia have 
been made in cooperation with officials of the District 
of Columbia Government, These changes were advan- 
tageous to preserve natural topography, to fit the 
streets to property lines, to save trees, to provide 
drainage, or for like reasons. Several important street 
openings and widenings have been undertaken in ac- 
cordance with the commission’s major thoroughfare 
plan, such as New York Avenue, beyond the limits of 
the L’Enfant Plan; the opening of a new Louisiana 
Avenue from the Union Station to Pennsylvania 
Avenue at Union Square; straightening of Michigan 
Avenue; and extension of Sixteenth Street to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia boundary line. The plan which fol- 
lows the recommendations of the commission has been 
recognized by the officials of the District of Columbia 
Government in the adoption of a five-year highway 
program. 

Several new regional highway projects are now com- 
plete or going forward in accordance with the Re- 
gional Plan. The Mount Vernon Memorial Highway 
and the Lee Boulevard establish new standards in high- 
way design. The extension of Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts Avenues fits the Plan. The Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Planning Commission has 
adopted practically all of the suggestions made by the 
commission for the Maryland area as part of the 
Maryland Master Plan. Where parks are concerned, 
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the commission has a special responsibility. The plans 
for parks both in the District of Columbia and outside 
of it have received the endorsement of Congress in the 
Capper-Cramton Act. For the District of Columbia, 
the commission is now acquiring parks of three types: 
(1)A parkway (the Fort Drive) around the city, 28 
miles long and connecting the sites of the Civil War 
forts on the second row of hills; (2) a system of rec- 
reation centers and playgrounds distributed through- 
out the area in association with the schools and so 
far as possible providing a play area within a quarter 
of a mile of every child; (3) preservation of stream 
valleys and correction of the boundaries of Rock Creek 
Park. 

The principal physical feature of the region is the 
Potomac River, so that it is but natural that the cor- 
responding feature of the park system is along the 
river banks. Below Washington, where the broad 
lake-like scenery exists, parkways are contemplated 
on the Maryland shore to Fort Washington, corre- 
sponding to the Mount Vernon Memorial Highway on 
the Virginia shore. Above the City of Washington 
a park is proposed and is under development to pre- 
serve the natural scenery of the Palisades, rapids, 
woodlands, and Great Falls of the Potomac, together 
with the preservation of the Patowmack Canal, built 
by George Washington, and the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Canal on the Maryland side of the river. This entire 
development both north and south of the City of Wash- 
ington is by Act of Congress to be known as the George 
Washington Memorial Parkway. 

The commission has taken an active part in the 
effort to have the public buildings of Washington 
grouped and arranged not only for the convenience 
and beauty of the result, but also that they may fit 
into the future plans for streets, highways, and parks, 
and thus promote the orderly development of the city 
and region. When the first important step in the 
Public Buildings Program was taken in 1926, the com- 
mission urged the purchase of all the land necessary 
for a plan of the group as a whole instead of under- 
taking individual building projects as separate units 
in the scheme. The problems of parking and transit 
facilities in’ relation to the public building groups 
have caused the commission great concern, and efforts 
have been made to secure the cooperation of architects 
in charge of public building projects to solve these 
problems. In all of its activities there has been close 
cooperation with the Commission of Fine Arts, and 
they have been guided by the principles announced 
by the Plan of 1901, which restored the L’Enfant Plan 
of 1791 for our National Capital and adapted it to the 
entire District of Columbia. The commission has given 
favorable consideration to an enlargement of a pro- 
gram by which semi-public buildings and _ possibly 
State buildings might be located along East Capitol 
Street in order to help the balance between the north- 
west and the eastern portions of the City of Wash- 
ington. 

In the same way the commission advises the appro- 
priate authorities on matters of zoning and control 
of use of private property. Zoning has been adopted 
not only in the District of Columbia, but also in the 
Maryland suburban area and in Arlington County and 
Fairfax County, Virginia. Also, the City of Alexan- 
dria, seven miles south of Washington, has recently 
adopted a Master Zoning Plan. Alexandria is George 
Washington’s home town, founded in 1749, and for 
which he prepared the first surveyor’s plan. It is one 
of the most notable “colonial towns” on the Atlantic 
seaboard, and the Master Zoning Plan gives special 
attention to the old historic section of the city. 
Briefly, it is the function of the Planning Commis- 
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sion to revive, review, and revise the efforts of past 
generations toward a “great and effective city for the 
seat of our Government,” and to keep that ideal con- 
stantly before the public, to the end that each sepa- 
rate undertaking by the countless public and private 
agencies concerned may be coordinated and related to 
produce a result in which future generations may take 
pride. Washington is unique, in that by virtue of the 
Constitution of the United States (Article I, Para- 
graph VIII, Section 17), the city is the National Cap- 
ital of the people of the country, and it will be in the 
future what the people of the United States, through 
their chosen representatives, make it. 

During the year 1951, the National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission published a series of six 
monographs on the subject of a Comprehensive Plan 
for the National Capital and its environs. Thus it 
will be noted that it is concerned not only with the 
District of Columbia, but also with its environs, that 
is, an urban area having no official or physical bound- 
aries. The “National Capital Region” for statistical 
purposes is synonymous with the term, “metropolitan 
county area.” This area is also the 1950 census defini- 
tion of the Washington metropolitan district. These 
terms apply to all areas included in the District of 
Columbia; Montgomery and Prince Georges Counties, 
Maryland; the cities of Alexandria and Falls Church, 
Virginia; and Arlington and Fairfax Counties, Vir- 
ginia. Thus, the “sole purpose” jurisdiction created 
for the seat of the National Government is now 
grouped with four adjacent counties and two inde- 
pendent cities, which are subdivisions of two adjoining 
States. Such a region is not only convenient for sta- 
tistical reasons, but it also embraces all the territory 
whose local governments are primarily responsible for 
planning and controlling the urban development of 
the National Capital and its environs. 

The City of Washington is ever growing. It ranks 
among the first 10 cities of the country, with a popu- 
lation of nearly a million in the District of Columbia 
and another half million residing in the regional areas 
of Maryland and Virginia. They are a part of the 
“Greater Washington.” Comparing our National Capi- 
tal to one of other nations, it may be said that Wash- 
ington resembles Paris, in its Plan, for the original 
Plan was designed by Pierre Charles L’Enfant, a na- 
tive of Paris; but also in its even skyline resulting 
from comparatively low buildings. When we consider 
the future, it was 1850 before Paris had a million in- 
habitants and it was then from the time it was a 
village in the days of Julius Caesar, a city with a his- 
tory extending over a period of somewhat more than 
1850 years. Today Paris has a population of four 
millions and a metropolitan area of fully 2,500 square 
miles, But what shall we say of the City of Wash- 
ington, which has just observed its 150th anniversary 
and is regarded today as the most beautiful city in 
the United States? Surely all of us may take pride 
in our National Capital, the “Shrine of Patriotism,” 
the center of the democracies, a World Capital! 

By an Act of Congress, approved July 19, 1952 (Pub- 
lic Law 592, 82d Congress, 2d Session), the National 
Capital Park and Planning Commission was reor- 
ganized and enlarged, and the Act creating it was 
amended so as to establish the National Capital Plan- 
ning Commission. The Act states: 


“Section 1. (a) It is the purpose of this Act to 
secure comprehensive planning for the physical 
development of the National Capital and its en- 
virons; to provide for the participation of the ap- 
propriate planning agencies of the environs 
in such planning; and to establish the agen-

marked by anti-American demonstrations, but which 
were on the whole rather orderly, In Italy Commu- 
nists disrupted transportation for a time. 

In New York City, May Day became Loyalty Day 
for the seventh consecutive year as some 250,000 pa- 
triots marched down Fifth Avenue, sponsored by the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. The Communists did get 
a permit to hold a demonstration in Union Square 
for 90 minutes—after a civic group had held a cele- 
bration there for eight hours. And a new signpost, 
“Union Square, U.S.A.,” was erected as part of a pro- 
gram “to bring back Union Square to God and Amer- 
icanism.” 

The day was quiet in Washington, D. C., except for 
the picketing of the Soviet Embassy by a group of 
approximately 75 anti-Communists, protesting Red 
rule and the kidnaping of Dr. Alexander Trushnovich 
in West Germany on April 13. 


Reds War On Religion 


“It is indeed discouraging when men of God fall 
into controversy, foment religious bigotry and sow 
dissension in the ranks of those who are fighting Com- 
munism.” 

In those words, spoken before the convention of the 
Military Chaplains Association in Washington, D. C., 
F.B.1. Director J. Edgar Hoover warned that “secret 
Communists are seeking to establish themselves in 
churches, civic groups and labor unions,” and he urged 
the need for unity and tolerance in the Nation’s relig- 
ious life. 

Calling clergymen “spiritual warriors” against the 
“onward march of atheistic Communism,” Mr. Hoover 
said that “the skilled Communist propaganda machine 
long has directed fierce assaults toward members of 
the clergy and church groups.” 

In another recent speech, delivered before the annual 
congress of the Daughters of the American Revolution, 
Mr. Hoover warned against the “liberal,” a character 
which the Nationa Repustic has long been exposing 
in these columns. Said Mr. Hoover: 

“To me, one of the most unbelievable and unexplain- 
able phenomena in the fight on Communism is the 
manner in which otherwise respectable, seemingly in- 
telligent persons, perhaps unknowingly, aid the Com- 
munist cause more effectively than the Communists 
themselves. The pseudo-liberal can be more destruc- 
tive than the known Communist because of the esteem 
which his cloak of respectability invites.” 


Legion Protests Pro-Red Clergymen 


The National executive committee of the American 
Legion, representing the voice of over three million 
Legionnaires, has unanimously adopted a resolution 
against the admission of Red and pro-Red delegates 
from Iron Curtain countries to the World Council of 
Churches Assembly, scheduled for Evanston, IIl., from 
August 15 to 31 under the auspices of the National 
Council of Churches. This resolution follows action 
taken earlier by Cook County (Illinois) Legion posts.

Witness at Red Quiz Resents ‘Slur’ 


When Ben F. Kocel appeared before a subcommittee 
of the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
in Detroit recently, and was asked if he had ever 
“engaged in espionage against the United States,” he 
shouted that the question had “slurred” his reputation. 
But it wasn’t the question, it was the reply that did 
the “slurring.” For the witness, when pressed for an 
answer, cited the Fifth Amendment. 

“I thought so,” retorted Congressman Gordon H. 
Scherer (R.-Ohio). 

Kocel had been identified as a Communist by two 
former undercover agents for the F.B.1—Harold M. 
Mikkelsen and Mrs. Bereniece Baldwin. Kocel also 
refused to tell the committee the circumstances sur- 
rounding his “other than honorable” discharge from 
the U. S. Naval Reserve in 1945, where he had held 
the rank of lieutenant commander. He is at present 
on the staff of the Polish language newspaper Glos 
Ludowy (“People’s Voice”), latter originally exposed 
by Walter Steele of Nationa Repusiic as witness 
before a Congressional committee. 

At another stormy Michigan hearing, Congressman 
Kit Clardy (R.-Mich.), who headed the House task 
force, was called a liar by Richard K. Fox. The latter, 
who was placed under police restraint, had refused 
to admit or deny that he was a Communist Party 
member while a student at Michigan State College, 
where he graduated in 1950. 


9 Contempt Citations O.K.’d by House 


Congress has approved contempt citations against 
nine witnesses, including five teachers, who were re- 
luctant witnesses before the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. If convicted, they all face maxi- 
mum penalties of one year in jail and a $100 fine on 
each count. 

By a roll call vote of 345 to 0, the House first ap- 
proved a contempt charge against Bernard Deutch, 
University of Pennsylvania graduate student. The 
other eight were approved by separate voice votes 
against:

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Pro-Red Judge Defeated in Indiana 


In the greatest outpouring of primary election vot- 
ers in the history of Sullivan County, Indiana, Judge 
Norval K. Harris was soundly beaten for renomination 
on the Democratic ticket for Circuit Court. 


Judge Harris had served with Paul Robeson, pro- 
Red Negro, as co-chairman of a committee to defend 
U. S. Communist leaders, and later served a State 
penal farm sentence for contempt of the Indiana Su- 
preme Court. He has a long record of affiliation with 
pro-Red movements. 


Soviet Ex-Spy Bares Secrets 


Captain Nikolai E. Khokhlov, former Soviet secret 
agent, appeared before the Senate Internal Security 
subcommittee recently, and for three and one-half 
hours revealed secrets of the Russian espionage sys- 
tem. Complete secrecy concerning the place and testi- 
mony was maintained in order to protect the former 
MVD agent from possible Communist reprisals. 

Last February Khokhlov was ordered by Alexander 
Panyushkin, former Soviet ambassador to the United 
States and now top MVD official, to assassinate Georgi 
S. Okolovich, a leading anti-Communist Russian refu- 
gee in West Germany. Instead of carrying out the 
cloak-and-dagger mission, the Red agent fled his Red 
bosses and sought asylum in the Wesi. 

Khokhlov, who admits that he killed Nazi gauleiter 
Wilhelm Kube on a similar mission during World 
War II, is believed to have a “general knowledge” of 
the Communist espionage set-up in the United States. 
He is here under the auspices of the Justice and State 
Departments. 


4 Washingtonians Named as Reds 


Four residents of the District of Columbia area 
invoked the Fifth Amendment in refusing to answer 
questions concerning Communist affiliations when 
called before the Senate Internal Security subcommit- 
tee recently. 

They were Roy I. Feltz, electrical contractor; Mrs. 
Peter Chapa, housewife; Nathan Brisker, builder; and 
Joseph Teitelbaum, paint store operator. They were 
identified by Mrs. Mary Staleup Markward, former 
undercover agent for the F.B.I.; Earl Reno, former 
Communist Party organizer; and Leonard Patterson, 
former Young Communist League official. 

The subcommittee is presently investigating possible 
espionage and sabotage by embassies in Washington. 


Browder ‘Excuses’ Oppenheimer 


Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer, the famous nuclear 
physicist who has been charged with Communist affil- 
iations, has a defender—none other than Ear] Brow- 
der, head of the Communist Party in the United States 
until he was forced out nine years ago to make way 
for his bosom friend and co-worker, William Z. Foster. 

In a letter to the New York Times, Browder recalls 
a “different climate of opinion” in the 1930's, adding 
that there “was very little to put Dr. Oppenheimer 
and his kind on notice that there was anything par- 
ticularly reprehensible about association with Com- 
munists,” and that “a rather free association with 
Communists in public life was taken for granted.” 


While the above may amaze most Americans, Brow- 
der returns to firmer ground when he says that in 
those days Communists exerted a powerful influence 
in the labor movement, on the campus, and in such 
organizations as the League of American Writers and 
the American League for Peace and Democracy. And 
the former Communist leader emphasizes that “the 
main weight of Communist influence was thrown be- 
hind Roosevelt and the Democratic Party.” 

No wonder that even a bright boy like Robert Op- 
penheimer should have been led astray, marrying a 
Communist, the widow of a Communist, associating 
with Communists, employing Communists, entertaining 
Communists in his home, with a brother and sister- 
in-law who were then Communists!

Foundation Probe Launched 


A special Congressional committee has begun a pub- 
lic investigation—the second in two years—into the 
expenditures and activities by philanthropic and edu- 
cational foundations. Congressman B. Carroll Reece 
(R.-Tenn.) is chairman of the new committee, and 
Norman Dodd is serving as director of research, The 
latter’s initial report, covering the scope and objectives 
of the survey, has been accepted by the committee. 

Congressman E. E. Cox (D.-Ga.), who headed the 
earlier committee, died while the investigation was in 
progress. But evidence was submitted substantiating 
the contention that considerable sums were handed 
out by the tax-exempt foundations to support Red and 
“pinko” groups, individuals and causes. 

Congress has appropriated a total of $115,000 to 
the current investigation. 

Dr. A. H. Hobbs, of the University of Pennsylvania, 
took the stand as the first witness, and dealt a blow 
to the Kinsey Report on Sexual Behavior. This book 
became involved because of its financing by the Rocke- 
feller Foundation. 
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Dr. Hobbs also took up the writings of Stuart Chase 
on economics and other matters, as indications that 
such social-scientists are going overvoard in an at- 
tempt to establish their works as exact in the sense 
of the physical sciences. Chase’s book, The Proper 
Study of Mankind, brought him into Dr, Hobbs’ tes- 
timony. Chase was author of the New Deal’s program. 


Foster Trial to Be Pressed 


Attorney General Herbert Brownell, Jr., has an- 
nounced that the Eisenhower Administration hopes to 
bring William Z. Foster, head of the Communist Party 
in the United States, to trial for allegedly advocating 
the overthrow of the Government by force and vio- 
lence. 

Foster was indicted in 1948, along with 11 other 
Communist leaders, but escaped trial because of a 
heart condition. The other 11 top Reds were sen- 
tenced to prison terms, 

Once again, Mr. Brownell said, Foster will be exam- 
ined “to see whether his excuse that he is too sick 
to stand trial is a valid one.” Thus far medical affi- 
davits have saved Foster from court, but his alleged 
heart condition has not prevented him from heading 
the Communist Party, making speeches, writing 
tirades, and otherwise participating in the Red move- 
ment, 


NEA Called School Dictator 


The National Education Association “has the Na- 
tion’s school system in its grip,” Thaddeus Ashby, of 
the Colorado Springs (Colo.) Gazette-Telegram, told 
the second Congress of Freedom meeting in Omaha, 
Neb. 

“Whenever a local group has tried to fight the NEA 
monopoly,” he went on, “it has been a target of smear 
campaigns, All teaching trends, methods and text- 
books filter down from this NEA monopoly.” 

The Narionat has long been exposing the 
“progessive educators” and “Socialist planners” who 
have infiltrated the NEA, For more on this subject, 
see The Tenafly Story by Kitty Jones in this issue. 


Legion Renews Attack on Professor 


The Americanism committee of the Westchester 
County (N. Y.) American Legion has renewed its at- 
tack on Dr. Goodwin Watson “because of his strange 
pre-occupation with Communist causes.” He is on 
the faculty of Teachers College, Columbia University, 
and is also a part-time consultant for the Guidance 
Center of New Rochelle, N. Y. 

The Larchmont Community Chest is considering 
whether more financial aid should be given to the 
center, from which the Legion is seeking Dr. Watson’s 
ouster, 


College Faculty Forced Weekly to Close 

Ralph Shupe, publisher of The America, a weekly 
newspaper at Yellow Springs, Ohio, says he was forced 
to suspend publication because officials at Antioch 
College pressured advertisers into withdrawing sup- 
port from the paper. 

The weekly has been investigating alleged Commu- 
nist activities at Antioch, and had accused one faculty 
member of being a Soviet spy. 

Samuel B. Gould, of the Ford Foundation, is the 
new president of the school, having been elected on 
May 7. He succeeds Dr, Douglas McGregor.

Teacher Resigns in Red Probe 


Mrs. Bertha Singer, New York public school teacher, 
who invoked the Fifth Amendment when called before 
the Senate Permanent Investigations subcommittee 
last November, has resigned her post. She is a sister 
of Arthur Miller, who was dismissed as a lieutenant 
from the New York police department on charges of 
Communist affiliations. 

Dr. V. Jerauld McGill, of the Hunter College fac- 
ulty, has admitted to the board of higher education 
in New York that he had been a member of the Com- 
munist Party from 1936 to 1941. He with two other 
Hunter professors—Dr, Charles W. Hughes and Dr. 
Louis Weisner—had denied party membership when 
questioned by the Rapp-Coudert Committee of the 
State Legislature in 1941, 

In the meantime, the New York board of education 
has announced that 14 additional teachers and a clerk 
have been dismissed, and one teacher has been allowed 
to resign, in the current drive against subversives. 
Four more teachers, bringing the total to 14, have

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been dismissed by the Philadelphia 
board of education. 

In Colorado, Professor David 
Hawkins has admitted to the House 
Un-American Activities Committee 
that he joined the Communist Party 
in 1938, but said that he left it in 
1943 before going to work at the 
Los Alamos atomic center. His su- 
perior there was Dr. Robert Oppen- 
heimer now under investigation. 

Two professors, who once did se- 
cret work for the Army and Navy, 
were suspended by Wayne Univer- 
sity, Detroit, after they refused to 
say whether they are or ever have 
been Communists when called be- 
fore a House Un-American Activi- 
ties subcommittee. 

Dr. Clarence Hilberry, Wayne 
president, took the action against 
Dr. Gerald I. Harrison and Irving 
Stein. Four other witnesses, three 
of them teachers, also invoked the 
Fifth Amendment. 

The House group, headed by Con- 
gressman Kit Clardy (R.-Mich.), 
has been investigating Communist 
infiltration in the fields of education 
and labor in Michigan. 


McCarthy-Army 
Feud Continues 


The biggest attraction in Wash- 
ington these days, the most popular 
show on the air waves, continues to 
be the McCarthy-Army hearings, 
with a cast of characters headed by 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy, Secre- 
tary of the Army Robert T. Stevens, 
Private G. David Schine, Counsel 
Roy M. Cohn, Army Counselor John 
G. Adams, Special Counsel Ray H. 
Jenkins, Special Army Counsel Jo- 
seph N. Welch, plus a large sup- 
porting entourage. At times the 
show becomes just a bit boring, at 
times it is embarrassing to some in- 
volved, but it goes on day after day 
—except for one recess of a few 
days.

McCARTHY-STEVENS HEARING IS MONTH'S TOP TELEVISION SHOW 


COMMUNIST MENACE ABROAD 


BY PAUL R. BISH 


The world-wide strategy of the Communists, as di- 
rected by Moscow, is at present one of keeping war as 
far away from Russia and its satellites as possible, 
while Moscow consolidates its power over those coun- 
tries. The Kremlin’s purpose is to conserve its own 
military manpower by using, when necessary, the revo- i 
lutionists of various countries and the nationals of its Mr. Bish 
puppets, and by pin-pointing upheavals at widely scattered spots, so as to 
tax to the limit the fighting manpower, shipping facilities and economy of 
the anti-Communist nations, particularly the strongest and most determined 
of them all, the United States. It is unnecessary to recall that in Korea the 
United States was forced to furnish 90 per cent of the fighting forces, all of 
the equipment, supplies, shipping and finanees in order to carry on a long- 
drawn-out war. This war finally ended in a stalemate, not because our 
forces could not have won it, but because our so-called allies did not permit 
us to follow it to a successful conclusion. 

Working through the United Nations, of which Russia is also a member, 
our country forced through a declaration of war against the Communists 
of North Korea, but there the cooperation of U. N. forces practically ended. 
Russia trotted in its puppet, Red China, whom our forces had to battle, but 
whom our officers were not permitted to pursue except when that enemy 
happened to be on Korean soil. Our allies even continued to trade with 
Russia, China and the other satellites, while our own men spilled their 
blood and American economy was drained. 

Under the new strategy, which from Russia’s point of view is working 
miracles, America’s power is kept spread thin, kept bleeding economically, 
kept in a position of pulling the chestnuts out of the fire for England and 
France, countries which are not willing to fight their own battles to a con- 
clusion or to offer their colonists hope for independence, which in turn 
would encourage them to die for a cause. The international traders among 

us sit on the sidelines, profitting by our position. 

Today war is being actively waged in Indo-China, and is being threatened 
not only in Korea again, but in Formosa, in Pakistan, in Iran, in Germany 
and in South America. The situation in Guatemala is more serious than most 
people realize, and is growing worse, with the receipt of huge shipments 
of munitions and war materials from European Communist sources. The 
Red bridge-head, now securely established in Guatemala is causing con- 
cern in Nicaragua, Honduras, Brazil, Chile, and trouble is expected soon 
in Argentina, where Peron, because of the attitude forced on us at San 
Francisco by Moscow, has been forced to collaborate with the Reds, 

Soviet Russia has its spies strewn throughout the world, and they appear 
to be far more skilled than ever before. In Washington, D. C., we have 
found espionage agents working not only out of the Russian embassy, but 
the Polish, Czechoslovakian and Romanian embassies as well, with illegal 
transmitting sets operating therein to keep Russia informed, and with pro- 
Soviet propaganda flowing out from these places. 

England has uncovered operations of espionage in London, centered in 
the Russian embassy there, and involving not only under-diplomats, but 
Tass (Soviet news agency) personnel as well. An Indian Communist at- 
tached thereto has caused alarm in India, in that he is thought to be a 
part of an international espionage ring, also operating in India. 

Australia recently discovered, through a Red deserter, that Communist 
plotters had penetrated almost every avenue of information and influence 
in that country, including the ranks of government, a situation similar to 
our own and Canada’s during World War II. Norway has just convicted 
five Red spies, one a Russian emigree. Pakistan has arrested 11 Red spies, 
Cairo has seized 52, Greece has put six to death, France has arrested a 
Polish refugee as a spy, and our South American neighbors claim to be 
honeycombed by them, 

Through the immediate war threats in scattered parts of the world, and 
the internal threats in all non-Communist countries, both near and far, 
Russia has the U. S. A. all but dizzy as to what direction to take. We have 
been committed by the New and Fair Deal to a future of policing world- 
wide turmoil, a policy on which our people were never given an opportunity 
to express themselves, and which is farther reaching than even members 
of Congress ever dreamed of. The architect of this plan, who was later 
found to have been a top figure in Soviet espionage circles within our 
Government, now sits it out in jail, watching the drama unfold—our young 
men militarized as they blossom into manhood, our economy constantly 
syphoned for destructive, not constructive, purposes, and with our natural 
resources diminishing, thereby sooner or later making us a purchaser of 
raw materials, where we were previously the seller of such. Our allies have 
proven to be but wards, more of a handicap in most instances, because of 
our inability to depend on them for cooperation when we are in need.

McCarthy Committee Issues Reports 


The Permanent Subcommittee on Investigations of 
the Committee on Government Operations of the 
United States Senate—better known simply as the 
McCarthy Committee, has released three reports— 
Subversion and Espionage in Defense Establishments 
and Industry (Parts I and IL), and Communist Infil- 
tration in the Army. The latter contains the pertinent 
testimony of Major Irving Peress and Brigadier Gen- 
eral Ralph W. Zwicker, and is “must” reading for 
those who would understand what is behind the cur- 
rent McCarthy-Army controversy. 

There are many additional cases pending in the 
investigation of subversion in the armed forces and 
defense industry, and unfortunately these are being 
delayed due to the prolonged hearings now being con- 
ducted, 

In addition to Senator Joseph R. MeCarthy 
(R.-Wis.), the subcommittee is composed of three other 
Republicans—Senators Karl E. Mundt, South Dakota; 
Everett McKinley Dirksen, Illinois; and Charles E. 
Potter, Michigan —and three Democrats — Senators 
John L. MeClellan, Arkansas; Henry M. Jackson, 
Washington; and Stuart Symington, Missouri. 


Fairless Answers Reuther 


For a long time now, New Dealers, “liberals,” left- 
wingers, and certain labor leaders—in short, any and 
all who are opposed to the Eisenhower Administration 
—have been preaching the philosophy of doom. They 
have been predicting depression, unemployment and 
general economic chaos, 

At a recent CIO meeting in Washington, D. C., 
Walter P. Reuther posed in the robes of a prophet, 
saying there were now five million out of work, the 
number was increasing, and that the Administration 
was “doing nothing” about it.

New Anti-One World Group Established 


A new political organization, called “For America,” 
has been launched in Chicago by prominent business 
men and public figures. Opposed to “super interna- 
tionalism” and foreign hand-outs, and favoring “Amer- 
icanism” and States’ rights, the new group hopes to 
start a “grass roots” movement in preparation for next 
fall’s Congressional elections to offset the ClO New 
Dealers. 

“We can have 5,000,000 members in no time and 
sweep the country like a prairie fire,” said former 
Congressman Hamilton Fish, of New York, spokesman 
for the sponsors. He preferred to refer to the move- 
ment as “nationalist” rather than “isolationist.” 

Co-chairmen are General Robert E, Wood, retired 
board chairman of Sears, Roebuck & Co., and Clarence 
Manion, former dean of the Notre Dame Law School, 
who recently resigned as head of the President’s Com- 
mission on Intergovernmental Relations. Others active 
in the group are: 

Former Senator Burton K. Wheeler, of Montana; 
John T. Flynn, author; former Congressman Howard 
Buffett, of Nebraska; Colonel Robert R. McCormick, 
publisher of the Chicago Tribune; Richard L. Jones, 
editor of the Tulsa (Okla.)

Senate O.K.’s High Court Amendment 


The U. S. Supreme Court will never be “packed” 
or enlarged, as President Franklin D. Roosevelt once 
planned to do, if a proposed amendment to the U. 8S. 
Constitution is finally adopted and ratified. Sponsored 
by Senator John Marshall Butler (R.-Md.), the meas- 
ure has already passed the Senate, 58 to 19. The 
opposition consisted of 18 Democrats and the lone 
leftist Independent, Wayne Morse, of Oregon. 

In addition to preventing future attempts to pack 
or enlarge the court, the bill would require all Federal 
judges to retire at 75. If the proposal receives a two- 
thirds affirmative vote in the House, it will be sub- 
mitted to the State legislatures, to become part of the 
Constitution after being ratified by 36 States within 
seven years. 


Reds Step Up Propaganda Drive 


Communist propaganda mailed to the United States 
from Red China and Iron Curtain countries in Europe 
increased 2,500 per cent during 1953, and now consti- 
tutes quite a burden on the Post Office Department, 
according to a report of a House Appropriations sub- 
committee. 


A batch of letters, seized by U. 8. officials in San 
Francisco recently, contained $261,000 for Red China. 
This discovery throws light on the extortion and black- 
mail being practiced by the Communists on Chinese 
residing in the United States. 


Hiss Plans Autobiography 


It is customary these days for public officials to 
write their memoirs as soon as they retire. And Alger 
Hiss plans to do the same—as soon as he is released 
from the Federal Penitentiary at Lewisburg, Pa., 
where he is now serving a five-year term. He will be 
eligible for freedom next November—with time out for 
good behavior. 

The book will be the “true story of Alger Hiss,” and 
the writer-to-be hopes it will be a “best seller.’ He 
wants to recoup his finances—and also his reputation 
if possible. The plans were revealed by John O. 
Staples, a fellow prisoner, writing in a recent issue 
of Look magazine,

U. S. Acts Against Alien-Born 


The Department of Justice has filed petitions to 
revoke United States citizenship of five persons on the 
grounds that they concealed Communist Party mem- 
bership when they were naturalized. Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell, Jr., said all of the foreign-born 
citizens involved have been active in the Communist 
Party and its fronts both prior to and since the date 
of their naturalization. The five and their records are: 


Mr. and Mrs. Stephen Devunich, of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
both of whom were born in Yugoslavia, and admitted 
to this country in 1927. They have been associated 
with high Communist Party functionaries. 

Allan Ross, of Bayside, Long Island, born in Russia, 
admitted to the United States in 1922, naturalized in 
1940. Ross has taught at subversive schools. 

Abe Young, Cleveland, Ohio, born in Poland in 1904 
admitted to this country in 1914, naturalized in 1939. 
Young has been active in Communist trade union work 
and in recruiting party members. 

Charles August Collins, of New York, born in the 
British West Indies, admitted at New York in 1924 
naturalized in 1939. Collins has been an officer of 
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many Communist front organizations and has worked 
to infiltrate the labor movement. 

Apparently more Reds are on the way out—under 
the program of the Eisenhower Administration. 


Lawyers Guild Listing Halted 


The U. 8. Court of Appeals for the District of Co- 
lumbia, in a split two-to-one opinion, has temporarily 
barred Attorney General Herbert Brownell, Jr., from 
proceeding with a hearing to determine if the National 
Lawyers Guild should be placed on the subversive list. 

Attorneys for the group had argued that the pro- 
posed hearing was arranged against them. They cited 
two recent speeches made by Mr. Brownell, in which 
he referred to the Guild as “Communist-dominated” 
and as “the legal mouthpiece of the Communist Party.” 
The appellate court’s ruling asks that action be de- 
ferred until the District Court has an opportunity to 
pass “upon the merits of the issues posed in the 
action...” 


Soviet Council Labeled Red Front 


The Department of Justice has opened hearings in 
an attempt to have the National Council of American- 
Soviet Friendship, Inc., listed as a Communist front. 
The opening statement 
called the organization “one 
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timony at the Philadelphia trial of nine alleged Com- 
munists accused of conspiracy against the United 
States, 


Ohioan Challenges Red Charges 


Edward Lamb, Toledo, Ohio, journalist and broad- 
caster, has issued a challenge, backed up with an offer 
of $10,000, to anyone who will disprove his non-Com- 
munist affidavits. 

The Federal Communications Commission recently 
asked Lamb for information when he sought renewal 
of a license for a television station in Erie, Pa., and 
for a permit for a new station in Orlando, Fla. He 
has an extensive left-wing record in NationaL Repus- 
tic files, and has frequently been mentioned in these 
columns. 


118 Risks Out in Defense Department 


A total of 118 “security risks” were fired or resigned 
last year after investigations were begun, according 
to a report by the Department of Defense, submitted 
to a House appropriations subcommittee. 

In a statement issued by Secretary of Defense 
Charles E. Wilson, 111 of the 118 cases “involved 
actual or alleged membership in the Communist Party, 

or affiliation or sympa-

UNESCO Is Los Angeles Issue 


The $25,000-a-year post of superintendent of Los 
Angeles public schools becomes vacant as of June 30, 
with the retirement of Dr. Alexander J. Stoddard, 
and Paul Burke, member of the Los Angeles Board 
of Education, has released a list of 95 candidates.

A-Journal Supports Oppenheimer 


The Bulletin of the Atomic Scientist, sharply crit- 
icizing the suspension of Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer, 
nuclear physicist, expresses the opinion in an editorial 
that “no nation ever flourished by rewarding public 
service with insult.” The editorial, which was signed 
by the publication’s editor, Eugene Rabinowitch, and 
scientists Harold C. Urey, Leo Szilard and Samuel 
Allison, failed to state what “reward” should be 
handed out to public servants who prove to be unde- 
serving of public trust. 

Meantime in Italy Dr. Bernard Peters, cosmic ray 
scientist, denied he was ever a Communist. Dr. Oppen- 
heimer had been quoted as saying that Dr. Peters was 
“a dangerous man and quite Red.” 

The special board, headed by Dr. Gordon Gray, 
which is investigating the charges against Dr. Oppen- 
heimer, has recessed before reporting its findings. 

No indication has been given as to what action the 
board will recommend in the case.

Emil Fuchs, theology professor, has been voted “hon- 
orary membership” in the Christian Democratic Party 
of the Soviet zone of Germany—as an 80th birthday 
gift. 

Dr. Fuchs is father of Klaus Fuchs, the convicted 
atomic spy who had access to our atomic secrets, 


FBI Nabs 11 Puerto Ricans 


F.B.I. agents have arrested 11 leaders of the Puerto 
Rican Nationalist Party on charges of vonspiring to 
overthrow the Government of the United States, Six 
of the arrests were made in Chicago, four in New 
York, and one in the islands, 

Members of this party attempted to assassinate 
President Truman in 1951, and more recently shot up 
the chamber of the House of Representatives, wound- 
ing five Congressmen. 

The Nationalist Party is a small radical group, 
heavily infiltrated by Communists.

spoken criticism of this country must be 
expected. A certain species of ‘patriot’ 
will deeply resent this, and vigorously at- 
tack those held responsible for it.” 


Fancy that! An American publication 
—and a church paper at that—defending 
the right of pro-Communist delegates to 
come to America and criticize our way 
of life against the atheistic creed of Mos- 
cow! And stressing the point that we 
should be attacked! But let’s read on 
from this startling editorial: 


“To understand what we have in mind, 
let’s take a hypothetical but by no means 
improbable illustration. We are assured 
that there will be delegates at Evanston 
from churches in ‘Iron Curtain’ countries. 
(If such delegates should be kept away, 
the Assembly should be moved to some 
spot where they can attend). Suppose 
one of these delegates, for example such 
a man as Professor Hromadka, if he is 
present, should challenge American as- 
sumptions as to the relation of Christianity 
to Communism, insisting that the church 
not only can and does survive under Com- 
munism, but that it grows in spiritual 
vigor. Then let a considerable part of the 
American press play this up as indicative 
of the sort of unpatriotic association in 
which American churches become _in- 
volved when they join the World Council 
of Churches, the National Council of 
Churches, the State council or the county 
and city council. What will be the conse- 
quence in hundreds of American com- 
munities and congregations? And how 
ready are American pastors to face such 
an issue and so deal with it as to uphold 
the cause of ecumenical Christianity while 
preserving the unity of their congrega- 
tions?” 

Haven’t the editors of the Christian 
Century and the churchmen planning to 


attend the Evanston gathering read the 
Communist Manifesto? Haven’t they 
studied the writings of Lenin and Stalin? 
Don’t they know that there is no place 
for God in the Communist ideology? Are 
devout American Christians to be led to 
the slaughter by Oxnamite leaders who 
are sO naive as not to see the plot? Do 
the good people of Evanston want their 
community to serve as a sounding-board 
for Moscow next August? 

Because it’s going to happen—unless 
churchmen raise their voices in protest. 
Dr. Henry P. Van Dusen, speaking at the 
University of Pennsylvania recently, said 
that the coming of Iron Curtain dele- 
gates will be resisted by some Americans, 
but that this resistance will fail. Dr. Van 
Dusen is president of Union Theological 
Seminary and chairman of the study de- 
partment committee of the World Council 
of Churches. His record of left-wing affil- 
iations is known to NATIONAL REPUBLIC 
readers. 

Dr. Van Dusen did not say who had 
given the authority for the admittance of 
these pro-Communist delegates. But that 
they are planning to attend, we know. 
Professor Josef Hromadka is one of them. 
In his native Czechoslovakia he is a mem- 
ber of the World Council of Peace, a 
Communist organization sponsored by the 
Soviet regime. 

Bishop Theodore Arvidson plans to be 
in Evanston. Last year he visited Russia 
and China as a member of a nine-man 
Swedish delegation. Upon his return to 
Stockholm, he issued a statement praising 
Russia and Red China. The newspaper, 
Dagens Nyehter, commented editorially as 
follows: 

“The Swedish China travelers, who have 
given themselves the self-styled name ‘cul- 
tural delegation,’ have given a statement 
about their experiences. Their knowledge 
about this vast country after a visit for 
some weeks and in an official arrangement 
cannot possibly be a great one, especially 


since none of them speaks the Chinese 
language. The surprising thing in their 
statement is, however, that they say no 
single word about the dictatorship of which 
they cannot possibly be ignorant, and that 
they praise the Chinese peace propaganda. 
The travelers must, however, know that 
China began war in Korea—a fact that 
even Mr. Unden (the Swedish foreign min- 
ister) has testified. Most of the invited 
persons are Communists, and it will sur- 
prise nobody that they write in this way, 
but it is astounding that a man like Bishop 
Arvidson has subscribed to such an obvi- 
ously false statement.” 

Dr. W. A. Visser ’t Hooft not only will 
be here, but has been here already making 
plans for the meeting. He even visited 
the White House, invited President Eisen- 
hower to address the Evanston Assembly 
in August, and occupied the pulpit of the 
National Presbyterian Church, the church 
of which the Eisenhowers are members. 
You can be sure that these clergymen, 
who are trying to reconcile the ideologies 
of Marx with the teachings of Christ, are 
leaving no stone unturned in their efforts 
to transform Evanston, Illinois, into a huge 
Soviet propaganda sounding-board between 
August 15 and August 31. To further 
this plot, the following letter was sent last 
December 16 to all Methodist pastors in 
the Washington, D. C., area by Bishop 
Oxnam: 

“I am happy to say that several con- 
ferences with Mr. John Foster Dulles, to 
whom the church owes an increasing debt 
of gratitude, have resulted in reasonable 
assurances that the delegates to the com- 
ing Assembly of the World Council of 
Churches will be admitted without diffi- 
culty. By the way, have you written Mr. 
Dulles and the President a note of appre- 
ciation for their courageous refusal to 
tolerate Senator McCarthy’s attempt to 
substitute a ‘Big Bully’ policy in foreign 
affairs for the dignified and fruitful ‘Good 
Neighbor’ policy? Leaders are often lonely

men and a word from a parsonage home 
means much.” 

Is is any wonder that the American 
Legion has protested the entry of Iron 
Curtain delegates to the World Council’s 
Assembly, particularly singling out Hro- 
madka, Bereczky, Arvidson and Hooft? Is 
it surprising that these Legionnaires 
argue that the presence of these men at 
Evanston “will at best furnish a sounding- 
board in America for the propagandizing 
of their alien philosophies, and at worst 
might cause rioting and incite disorder”? 
To be sure, there are many fine Christians 
and loyal Americans who, through their 
church membership, are affiliated with the 
World Council, but should these persons 
be made the dupes of a rabble-rousing, 
pro-Communist minority? Will the State 
Department be so influenced as to let down 
the bars for these delegates, whereas they 
would be automatically denied visas if 
they didn’t wear the robes of the church? 
Are American parents, who have given 
their sons in the fight against Communism, 
to be forced to sit back and watch this 
“Red trek to Evanston’?

cy and procedures requisite to the 
administration of the functions of the 
Federal and District of Columbia gov- 
ernments related to such planning. 
The Congress hereby finds that the 
location of the seat of government in 
the District of Columbia has brought 
about the development of a metro- 
politan region extending well into ad- 
joining territory in Maryland and 
Virginia; that effective comprehensive 
planning is necessary on a regional 
basis and of continuing importance to 
the Federal establishment; that the 
distribution of Federal installations 
throughout the region has been and 
will continue to be a major influence 
in determining the extent and char- 
acter of development; . . . that there 
are development problems of an inter- 
state character, the planning of which 
requires collaboration between Feder- 
al, State, and local governments in the 
‘interest of equity and constructive ac- 
tion; and that the instrumentalities 
and procedures herein provided will 
aid in providing Congress from time 
to time with information and advice 
requisite to legislation. . . .” 

Under this Act, the Commissioner of 
Public Buildings and the Commissioner 
of Public Roads are new members of the 
National Capital Planning Commission. 
The Act provided further for the estab- 
lishment of Advisory and Coordinating 
Committees; and also for the establish- 
ment of a National Capital Regional Plan- 
ning Council, with representatives from 
Maryland and Virginia serving with Dis- 
trict of Columbia officials on the Council. 
In Maryland there is a Maryland National 
Capital Planning Commission; in Virginia 


serving the Virginia environs there is the 
Northern Virginia Regional Planning and 
Economic Development Commission. 
“Any county or portion of any county in 
Maryland or Virginia may hereafter be 
added to the National Capital region if 
the local governing body of such county 
shall so request and if the Commission 
and the Council shall find that such addi- 
tion to the region is appropriate and shall 
accordingly approve such request. . . .”

because he’s plainly marked; the F.B.I. 
knows him, and most of us know him. 
His sphere of influence is strictly limited. 
But what about the teacher who subtly 
introduces Marxian philosophy in his or 
her classroom? What about the writer 
who writes slanted textbooks, and the 
publisher who publishes them? What 
about the underground Red who has been 
“planted” in the pulpit? What about the 
fellow-traveling scientist who hands out 
our secrets to foreign agents? What about 
the vicious anti-anti-Communist who op- 
poses all efforts to uncover subversion? 
What about the dopes or dupes who take 
their places in the ranks of labor, the 
armed forces and government? Many of 
these individuals may be well-intentioned 
idealists—we'll give them the benefit of 
the doubt—and many of them in time 
may see the error of their ways. But by 
then it may be too late, just as it was 
in Russia, and just as it was in all the 
other dominated countries behind the Iron 
and Bamboo curtains. 

Yes, there are only 25,000 known, card- 
holding commies in the United States. At 
least, that’s the number the Reds are 
willing to have us figure on. But as F.B_I. 
Director J. Edgar Hoover has pointed 
out: “The extent of dangerousness of the 
Communist Party should not be 
judged merely by the extent of its mem- 
bership.” If we will be realistic, we must 
consider the concealed members and their 
dupes—the great underground menace that 
is in our midst. Remember that no people 
have ever voted for Communism. But 
800 million people today live under Com- 
riunism—because, when they still had the 
power to protect themselves, they could 
see only the relatively few enemies above 
ground, and were not alerted against the 
great army that remained hidden. America 
will become safe only when Americans 
are made fully aware of the termites in 
our society—the secret Red and the fellow 
traveler. With the tragic enslavement of 
800 million human beings before us, let 
us not be misled by that 25,000 figure.

official in the South for the Mine, Mill 
and Smelter Workers Union, which was 
finally ousted from the C.1.0. because of 
its Communist domination. A subpena 
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was issued for him to be a witness at 
the New Orleans hearings, but U. S. mar- 
shals could not locate him. As the inves- 
tigation of Communism in the South is 
continued, no doubt more and more will 
be heard of Alton Lawrence. 

Richard English, of California, brought 
up the Farmers Union, charging it is 
among the organizations penetrated. He 
also said that the Reds have been using 
the Pan-American World Airways as a 
communications link with their fellows in 
South America, and named three em- 
ployees of the air line as Communists. 

I agree. Investigations of present Com- 
munist activities in the South should in- 
clude operations of such Red agents as 
may be functioning through the Mine, 
Mill and Smelter Workers Union in the 
Birmingham area and elsewhere, extent of 
any Communist power that may be preva- 
lent in the Farmers Union of Alabama, 
the Communist couriers who, in my opin- 
ion, are still employed by Pan-American 
World Airways at Miami and other bases, 
and the presence of Communist agents from 
Guatemala at New Orleans and Miami. 
They are nonetheless dangerous because 
they come under diplomatic passports. I 
have reason to believe that thorough inves- 
tigations will disclose plots against the 
government of Cuba, with the Commu- 
nists as the master-minds. And a far 
more thorough investigation is needed of 
the Southern Conference Educational 
Fund, particularly as to the background 
of its parent organization, which was cre- 
ated by the Communist Party at Birming- 
ham in November, 1938.

information and leadership. Teach others, 
who have not as yet learned the danger 
facing us, the facts of which you have 
become aware, and enlist them in the 
greatest fight this Nation has ever known, 
against the most treacherous, most insid- 
ious enemy we have ever faced. Become 
acquainted with the Constitution and see 
that your children know its provisions. 
Urge the study of American history in 
our schools and in your home. This is 
a part of our responsibility. Fight indif- 
ference and apathy wherever you come 
across them. DO NOT BE ASHAMED 
TO WAVE THE FLAG AND TO 
CHEER IT. 

In an article in News Week, J. Edgar 
Hoover wrote: “Citizenship carries with 
it certain obligations. Some people, how- 
ever, while claiming their rights, com- 
pletely ignore their duties. This lack of 
responsibility is reflected in the attitude 
of those who say flatly, ‘It’s the FBI’s 
job to catch spies. Why should I tell 
them anything?’ The logic of such a per- 
son is like that of a man who sees an 
escaped leopard stalking his child and does 
nothing about it, because it isn’t his job 
to corral animals.” 
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The Communist Party, U.S.A., has published a 24- 
page document outlining the Kremlin program in our 
1954 Congressional elections. So far 456,000 of these 
have gone into the mail under first class postage. 

The first Communist aim is to re-establish the New 
Deal as a controlling force in American politics. In 
this the Reds are in line with the Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action, Socialists, and the CIO-PAC. 

“What is needed,’ says the official Communist cam- 
paign guide, ‘“‘is a new Administration which starts to 
build again where the New Deal left off.” 

The Kremlin’s handbook is entitled ‘The American 
Way.” Its theme is “the immediate objective in 1954.” 

“Defeating McCarthyism requires the turning of the 
present Administration out of political power, first by 
changing the composition of Congress in 1954, and then 
by electing a new Administration in 1956. This re- 
quires a new political majority so strong that it not 
only changes Administrations, but imposes on a new 
Congress and a new Administration a new course in 
domestic and foreign affairs.’.—-The Reds say. 

The Communist guidebook recognizes that the two- 
party system is so thoroughly entrenched in the United 
States that a united front is the present solution to their 
aims. It urges all Communists and fellow-travelers to 
again associate themselves with the Democratic Party 
in the 1954 campaigns, as in New Deal and True 
Deal days. It says: 

“Under these circumstances, the decisive sections of 
organized labor, without which a mass third party is 
impossible, will first attempt to fight out the issues 
within the ranks of the Democratic Party.” 

Not many real Americans, we feel confident, will go 
along with the Communist plan to restore in Washing- 
ton that type of government which gave us Alger Hiss, 
Harry Dexter White, the Sobels, the Rosenbergs, and 
their many associates in treason and betrayal. 

But it is wholesome to have this clear statement of 
Communist aims at the very outset of the Congressional 
campaign.

Another “hail’’ the hero affair, was that held in 
N.Y.C. recently in “honor” of John Abt, on his 50th 
birthday. Paul Robeson, Hugh DeLacy, (Chairman of 
the Progressive Party), and other pro-Reds were speak- 
ers and in attendance with 350 at the function. Abt 
was among those composing the Red espionage appar- 
atus in the New Deal government. He is now an at- 
torney for the Communist Party. 

The National Council of American-Soviet Friendship, 
first exposed by this writer, is on trial before the Fed- 
eral Subversive Activities Control Board, created under 
the McCarran Internal Security Act, compelling sub- 
versive movements to register membership and source 
of receipts and expenditures with the government. Prof. 
John A. Kingsbury, national Chairman of the Red front 
was a major defense witness. 

Ben Gold, recently convicted for violation of the 
Loyalty Oath of the Taft-Hartley Act and sentenced 
to one to three years imprisonment, has been reelected 
International President of the International Fur and 
Leather Workers Union.

Should 
mean the trio’s election by a safe majority. 

Seventeen hundred Reds and pals met in Los Angeles 
recently to hear Mike Gold tirade against Eisenhower- 
ism and McCarthyism. Dorothy Healey, C.P. Chairman 
of the Los Angeles area also spoke. Gold an old-timer 
in the Communist ranks was hailed by Moscow, Red 
Poland, Red China, by Paul Robeson, Wm. Z. Foster, 
Howard Lawson, Langstton Hughes, Meridel Le Seuer, 
on his 60th birthday recently. 

Martin Hall, German born, who has been appearing 
for several :vears before teacher gatherings as well as 
before other groups, recently syoke on Soviet Pros- 
perity to the American Russian Institute, California. 
Latter is listed by Department of Justice. Hall has a 
varied record of affiliations and activities. 

The Communist Party, is challenging the McCarran 
Internal Security Act on Constitutionality, before a U.S. 
Court of Appeals in Washington, D. C. Attorneys are 
Jon Abt, Joe Forer and Vito Marcantonio. 

The Veterans of Abraham Lincoln Brigade is fight- 
ing the registration requirements of the McCarran In- 
ternal Security Act before the Federal Subversive Activ- 
ities Control Board in Washington, D. C. It is com- 
posed of Reds who fought in the Spanish revolution in
